FAST PASSENGER 
TRAINS COLLIDE 
NEAR CHICAGO: 
3U REPORTED DEAD 


Burlington Officer Fore- 
casts Casualties Will 
Total 100 — One Car- 
rier Crashes Into Rear 


of Other. 


NAPERVILLE, Ill, April 25 
(AP)—Two fast passenger trains 


were wrecked here today and 
Burlington railroad officers in 
Chicago estimated 30 persons were 
killed in the rear car of one of 
the trains. 

A Burlington officer, who re- 
fused to be identified by name, 
forecast casualties—dead and in- 
jured combined—would amount 
to 100. 

(The United Press reported at 
least 34 persons were killed and 


the city coroner estimated the toll 
would reach 50. Two Naperville 
mortuaries reported they had a 
total of 32 bodies and two persons 
died in a hospital.) 

The last four coaches of the 
westbound Advance Flyer, en route 
to Omaha and Lincoln, Nebr., 
were telescoped when rammed by 
the westbound Exposition Flyer, 
its destination San Francisco. 
Eight or nine cars in all of the 
two all-steel trains were “dam- 
aged badly” the railroad officer 
said, and the Burlington’s main 
line to the West Coast was 
blocked. 

One mortuary in Naperville re- 
ported bodies of 15 dead had been 
brought in. The injured were dis- 
tribued among numerous hospitals 
in the area, within the Chicago 
metropolitan district. St. Charles 
Hospital in nearby Aurora report- 
ed “about 75” casualties had been 
taken there for treatment and 
Ccpley Hospital, also in Aurora, 
said six had been brought in, 

Relief Made Up. 

The railroad made up a relief 
train in Aurora and dispatched it 
to the scene. It carried physi- 
cians, nurses and medicines to ad- 
minister first aid at the scene and 
reutrned wit hcasualties needing 
hospitalization. 

The rear coach of the Advance 
Flyer was a non-streamline steel 
car. The diesel-electric locomotive 
on the Exposition Flyer plowed 
into that and rolled about 30 feet 
of the side of the car away as 
though it were wrapping paper. 

Ahead of the last car was a 
streamline observation car. That 
was sliced down the middle. The 
third car from the end turned 
over on its side. The other cars 
remained standing. 

Naperville ig about 30 miles 
southwest of Chicago. Railroad 
officials said they could not ac- 
count for both trains being on the 
same track at Naperville. The Ad- 
vance Flyer runs a faster schedule 
than the Exposition Flyer. 
Persons Lying on Right of Way. 

Ferne Hoeft, a reporter for the 
Naperville Sun, said she counted 
the forms of at least 30 passengers 
lying along the right of way. Am- 
bulances, she said, were taking 
them away as rapidly as possible 
and it was impossible to tell 
whether they were dead or in- 
jured.

RETAIL CIGARETTE 
PRICES UP EXCEPT 
FOR SINGLE PACK 


Half-a-Cent Increase on 
Those in Cartons, One Cent 
in Vending Machines. 


WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP) 
—Retail cigarette prices are up 
today, except on single-pack over- 
the-counter sales. 

The price hike is a half cent a 
pack on multiple-pack sales, 
cents on a carton of 10, and 1 cent 
a pack on bending machine sales. 
The reason for the higher prices 
is an increase of almost 50 per 
cent in tobacco costs since the 
start of the war, OPA said in an- 
nouncing the new schedule last 
night. 

Manufacturers were given a 
price boost of 25 cents a thou- 
sand cigarettes. 

At retail, popular brand ciga- 
rettes will cost the same when 
only one pack is purchased over 
the counter. These include Cam- 
els, Lucky Strikes, Chesterfields, 
Philip Morris, Old Golds and Ra- 
leighs. 

For two or more packs the price 
is up half a cent a pack. For 
example, two packs which pre- 
viously cost 26 cents now will sell 
for 27 cents. = 
Heretofore so-called economy 
brands such as Avalons, Marvels, 
Twenty Grand and Wings, had a 
uniform ceiling price of 13 cents 
a pack, two for 25 cents. Under 
the new schedule they will sell for 
13 cents straight. 

Popular brands do not have uni- 
form ceilings. Instead, prices up 
to now have been “frozen” at the 
March 1942 level. Ceilings vary 
from store to store. 


MAC ARTHUR GETTING MORE 
COB PIPES FROM MISSOURI 


Box of Them Going by Air And

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 25 (AP) 
—Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s sup- 
ply of corn cob pipes is being re- 
plenished. The pipes are going by 
air and in the care of a heuten- 
ant general. 
A box of the famed Missouri 
product was dispatched to the 
general in Tokyo by the National 
Conference of Women in Aviation, 
meeting at Stephens College here. 
They were intrusted to Lt. Gen. 
Ira C. Eaker, deputy chief of staff 
of the Army Air Forces, who is 
flying to Japan on an inspection 
trip. 
Gen. Eaker, who spoke at the 
conference, also received a box 
of the pipes. 


HOME-GROWN STRAWBERRIES 


Fruit on Sale Today Comes From 
Jefferson County. 

The first home-grown strawber- 
ries went on sale today on what 
is believed to be the earliest date 
in the past 25 years. The early 
ripening was attributed to the un- 
usually warm spring. 

The berries, from nearby Jef- 
ferson county, will retail at 49 
cents a quart. Serries from Ten- 
nessee and Arkansas, which began 
arriving in volume last Monday, 
are selling at about 39 cents a 
quart. Ceiling prices on straw- 
berries were recently eliminated by 
the Office of Price Administration. 
St. Louis county growers are ex- 
pected to begin marketing straw- 
berries in about a week.

MAN REPUDIATES 
CONFESSION IK 
POXEY MURDER 


Claiborne L. Richardson 
Now Says He Is Will- 
ing to Take Lie De- 
tector Test. 


Claiborne Lawdus Richardson, 
30 year old, a laborer, who signed 
a statement admitting the assault 
and murder of Shirley Jean Coxey 
last Thanksgiving night, repudi- 
ated the statement this afternoon, 
saying he was willing to submit 
to a lie detector test. | 

Police who resumed the ques- 
tioning of Richardson reported 
his answers were evasive. He said 
he originally signed the statement 
to prevent further questioning and 
because his questioners had told 
him his fingerprints were on the 
9-year-old girl's purse and body 
when it was found partly frozen 
in an alley at the rear of the 1400 
block of North Twenty-fourth 
street. 

In his signed statement, Rich- 
ardson said he had criminally 
attached the child in a yard at 
the rear of 3862 Washington boul- 
evard, several doors from the 
home of her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Walter Coxey, 3817 Washington. 
Following the attack, Richard- 
son’s statement went on, he car- 
ried the girl in his arms 22 blocks 
to the alley where it was found 
the next mofning. 

Richardson signed the statement 
early today in the presence of 
Special Officers William O’Connell 
and John Mullarky after he had 
been questioned intermittently 
about the Coxey case since Tues- 
day night. 

He told of having Thanksgiving 
dinner at the home of his sister 
in the 2600 block of Olive street 
and of meeting Shirley Jean on 
Vandeventer avenue, near the al- 
ley between Olive street and 
Washington that night. He was 
acquainted with the child, he said, 
because his nieces were “close 
chums” of Shirley Jean. They all 
were students at Marquette School, 
4015 McPherson avenue. 

“She Trusted Me.” 

When he met the child, he said, 
she greeted him. He asked her 
whether she was going home the 
short-cut or the long way. She 
replied the short-cut—through the 
alley and across the yards of 3862 
and 3866 Washington. 

“T asked her if I could go with 
her,” his statement said. “My 
only interest in accompanying her 
was to attack her. She said I 
could, so we walked up the alley 
talking about how cold it was. 
She trusted me. 

“We turned into the rear yards 
of those houses and I stopped and 
grabbed her. I put my left hand 
around her head and covered her 
mouth with it. I hit her about 
the head with my right hand— 
about six times, I guess. 

“We scuffled around for awhile. 
I was trying to get wer snowsuit 
trousers off. I finally did after

CHAMBERLAIN AT 
MUNICH KNEW OF 
PLOT ON nilTLER 


Testifies Briton Gave In 
Although He Had De- 
tails on Plan to Remove 


Fuehrer if He Marched 


*on Czechs.

NUERNBERG, April 25 (By Ra- 
dio)—In testimony packed with 
sensational new revelations of ut- 
most historic value, Dr. Hans 
Bernhardt von Gisevius swore be- 
fore the international military tri- 
bunal this morning that Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain ca- 
pitulated at Munich with full 
knowledge of the existence of a 
conspiracy of Germans pledged to 
“remove” Adolf Hitler with a bomb 
in case he issued orders to march 
into Czechoslovakia. 

As ringleaders in the plot, the 
witness named Col, Gen. von Beck, 
who had recently been dismissed 
as chief of staff of the German 
Army; Field Marshal von Witz- 
leben, Army Corps commander in 
Berlin; Adm. Wilhelm Canaris, 
chief of Wehrmacht counter-intel- 
ligence; Hjalmar Schacht, presi- 
dent of the Reichsbank, and Dr. 
Karl Goerdeler, former mayor of 
Leipzig. 

Adherence to the proposed 
putsch, according to Gisevius, had 
been promised by Field Marshal 
Walther von Brauchitsch, com- 
mander in chief of the German 
Army, and Col. Gen, Franz 
Halder, successor to Gen. von 
Beck as chief of staff. The fact 
that such a conspiracy existed 
was disclosed by the Post-Dis- 
patch in a series of articles based 
on a statement dictated by Gen. 
Halder after he became a pris- 
oner of war. Halder, however, 
withheld information that the 
British Government had been in- 
formed and that he himself had 
any part in the planned coup de 
etat. He also maintained there 
was no intention of killing Hitler, 


‘put that he was merely to be ar- 


*- 


rested and overthrown. 

Reports Trip by Goerdeler. 

At the risk of standing trial for 
his life on charges of high trea- 
son, declared the witness, Goer- 
deler made his way to London and 
placed at the disposal of the Brit- 
ish Government complete details 
of the German conspiracy. Witz- 
leben, he,told the British, was 
ready to seize Berlin and destroy 
the Gestapo, while an armored 
division in Thuringia was pre- 
pared to intercept any rescue ex- 
pedition that might sally out from 
Munich. 

Chamberlain was urged to take 
a firm stand and the German op- 
position group would do the rest. 
The undertaking was paralyzed 
by news of the Munich pact. 
When it became evident that Hit- 
ler was determined to occupy Bo- 
hemia and Moravia in addition to 
the Sudetenland, the testimony 
proceeded, Schacht and Gisevius 
went to Switzerland to warn Mon- 
tague Norman, president of the 
Bank of England and an intimate 
friend of Chamberlain, 

Norman was assured, it was de- 
clared, that if the Western powers 
would promise support the Ger- 
man opposition group would renew 
its nspiracy against Hitler. 

But England and France did not 
stir and Hitler marched into 
Prague, 

From that time, said the wit- 
ness, the legend arose that the 
Fuehrer was a man of destiny 
who could not fail.” This delusion 
entranced not only the German 
public, Gisevius recounted, but 
many of the generals themselves. 

Gisevius was a police official 
under Wilhelm Frick, Nazi Min- 
ister of the Interior, and appeared 
as a witness in‘ behalf of Frick 
and also Schacht. He took part 
in all the German conspiracies 
against Hitler and is said to be 
the only leader of the bomb plot 
of Aug. 20, 1944, against the 
Fuehrer who escaped with his life 
by fleeing to Switzerland. Among 
those executed for complicity in 
that undertaking were Witzleben, 
Canaris and Goerdeler. 

It was during the opening tes- 
timony of Gisevius yesterday 
afternoon that an uproar was 
caused by the revelation of a

2 Birds on Cahokia Transformer 
Cause Power Failure Downtown 


Two starlings alighted on a 
transformer bushing at the Union 
Electric Cahokia plant at 10:35 
o'clock this morning, causing a 
short circuitw hich shut off power 
and stopped elevators for five min- 
utes in all odwntown buildings 
using direct current. Service was 
fully restored by 10:48. 

Buildings affected by the power 
failure included Railway Ex- 
change, Arcade ‘and Paul Brown 
Buildings, the Jefferson and: Stat- 
ler Hotels and Citv Hall and Mu- 
nicipal Courts buildings. South- 
western Bell and Civil Courts 
building elevators were not 
stopped, however, as they use al- 
ternating current. Streetcars 


were not affected. 


The power stoppage affected 
afternoon newspaper operations 
just as city editions were about 
to go to press, 

Electric company engineers said 
the transformer, failure caused a 
sudden backing up of power 
which created a shor. circuit in 
direct current equipment. The 
area affected was from Jefferson 
avenue to the river and from 
Spruce to Cole streets. Most users 
of alternating current throughout 
the city noticed only a flickering 
of lights. Fuses were blown in a 
few homes and other buildings as 
a result of the sudden surge of 
current overloadin; circuits. 

Only the singed remnants of the 
birds were left.

CONFERENCE WITh 
3-HOUR SESSION 


Length of First Meeting 
Leads to Belief Diplo- 
mats Got Down to 


Without Usual 
Procedural Delay. 


Cases

PARIS, April 25 (AP)—The for- 
eign ministers of four victorious 


major powers met for three hours 
today in the first session of their 
conference to iron out difficulties 
which have blocked - efforts to 
draft peace treaties for Italy and 
other vanquished nations. 

The length of the continuous 
session led to speculation that the 
ministers had gotten down to 
work immediately, instead of ad- 
journing after clearing up pro- 
cedural detaits as had been ex- 
pected, 

(The United Press said the for- 
eign ministers had accepted with- 
out argument a French request to 
sit in on discussions of peace 
treaties with the Axis satellites. 
It also reported the United States 
would sit in on the discussion of 
the peace treaty with Finland.) 

The conference was called at 
the suggestion of United States 
Secretary of State James F. 
Byrnes to discuss questions which 
have deadlocked deputies of the 
foreign ministers in London for 
months, causing the scheduled 
May 1 peace conference in Paris 
to be called off. 

Byrnes, the first of the visiting 
ministers to enter Luxembourg 
Palace, was met by Georges Bi- 
dault, French Foreign Minister 
and host. Soviet Foreign Minis- 
ter Vyacheslav M. Molotov ar- 
rived almost immediately after 
Byrnes. Foreign Secretary Ernest 
Bevin of Britain entered the build- 
ing last. 

Throhg Around Palace. 

A crowd which jammed the 
streets, nearby balconies and roof- 
tops gave no demonstration, The 
palace was decorated with flags 
of the four nations and was sur- 
rounded by hundreds of policemen 
who kept the square ®efore the 
building cleared. 

The ministers, accompanied by 
their assistants left their auto- 
mobiles in the courtyard and went 
up the red-carpeted stairway to 
the conference room in the Salon 
Victor Hugo. Thev made no state- 
ment prior to ‘settling down to 
their task. 

The deputies have been able to 
compromise few of the disputed 
fundamental issues in their six 
months of discussions, but diplo- 
matic sources said their work 
served to “clear away the under- 
brush” of detail and point up dif- 
ferences for decision by their 
chiefs. 

Federation Plan Reported. 

Byrnes was said to have taken 
with him to Paris a proposal for 
a loose economic federation of 
European nations which he might 
present to the conference in case 
Russian intransigence produces 
another deadlock in the peace ne- 
gotiations. 

The heart of the proposal is 
that a United Nations regional of- 
fice be opened at Geneva to in- 
clude a European economic cotn- 
cil functioning under the U.N. Eco- 
nomic and Social Council in New 
York. The nations of Europe, 
Russia and Britain excluded, would 
abolish tariffs for five years and 
co-ordinate their transportation, 
industry, fuel and power resources. 

(This plan was described in 
yesterday's Post-Dispatch by Jo- 
seph and Stewart Alsop.) 

Conference officials announced 
there would be two sessions daily. 
The foreign ministers’ deputies 
will meet in the morning to pre- 
pare the agenda for the ministers’ 
session in the afternoon. 

Italy Toughest Problem. 

The greatest difficulty facing 
the ministers was expected in 
reaching an agreement on the 
treaty to end Italy’s nearly three 
years of “hand-to-mouth” exist- 
ence. The four powers are divid- 
ed over Russian reparation de- 
mands on Italy, on the Soviet de- 


EXPLOSION OF 1000-LB, BOMB 
AT BRITISH PALACE AWAITED 


Mechanism of ‘Annie, Dropped 
Five Years Ago, Suddenly 
Comes to Life. 


LONDON, April 25 (AP)—Bomb 
disposal experts awaited today the 


expected explosion of a 1000-pound 
German bomb, the mechanism of 
which suddenly came to life last 
night. The bomb had lain buried 
for five years 350 yards from 
Buckingham Palace. 

Police maintained a cordon 
around St. James Park and di- 
verted all traffic away from. the 
danger area. 

The mechanism of the bomb— 
known as “Annie”—started tick- 
ing last evening after it was un- 
covered at the bottom of a 30-foot 
shaft by a disposal squad making 
preparations for its removal, Maj. 
A. E. Smith, commanding the dis- 
posal squad, said the mechanism 
might continue ticking for four 
days, but declared that if the 
bomb failed to explode by 7 p.m.

EMPLOYES TO GET $430,000 
WARTIME PROFITS OF FIRM 


Company to Distribute in Three 
Months Money Placed in 
10-Y ar Trust. 
MARTINSBURG, W. Va., ‘April 
25 (AP)—The Interwoven Stock- 
ing Co. announced today it would 
distribute. more than $430,000 in 
wartime profits among 2500 em- 
ployes within the next three 

months. 

The amount had been set aside 
in a profit-sharing trust for pay- 
ment in the next 10 years, the 
company explained, to permit em- 
ployes to share in any abnormal! 
profits from war production, 

Decision to make the payménts 
immediately, the company said, 
was reached after survey showed 
the employes wanted the money 
for home repairs, new automo- 
biles, purchase of home furnish- 
ings, vacations and other things. 

The trust was operated from 
1943 through 1945, and payments 
for the three years will be made 
on the first of May, June and 
July.

MOVE TO SUSPEND CONTROL 
HOLDING DOWN SHOE PRICES 


CPA Compromise With OPA on Proposal— 
Survey on Men’s Suits—Meeting on Pos- 
sible Tire Price Rise. 


WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP) 
—With OPA’S approval, the Ci- 
vilian Production Administration 
pushed plans today to suspend a 


manufacturing control which 
helped hold shoe prices down dur- 
ing the war. 

Meanwhile OPA laid some plans 
of its own to boost prices on low- 
cost shoes in an effort to make 
more of them available. 

There were these other devel- 
opments touching consumer needs 
and pocketbooks: 

1. OPA rushed a survey to de- 
termine whether its regulations 
will jeopardize shipment of 
men’s suits to stores after 
May 1, 

2. Dealers met with OPA to 
discuss the possibility of a tire 
price increase, 

OPA’s shoe production control 
has required manufacturers to 
turn out the same proportion of 
low-priced footwear they did dur- 
ing 1942. The principle is the 
same as that on which OPA’s

NEW SLAUGHTER 
QUOTA GOES IN 
CFFEGT SUNDAY 


Designed to Spread Meat 
Supplies More Evenly 
and Curb Dealings in 
Black Market. 


WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP) 
—The Government’s new slaughter 
quota program, designed to spread 
meat supplies more evenly and 
curb black markets, will go in 
effect Sunday. 

Announcing this today, the Of- 
fice of Price Administration and 
the Department of Agriculture 
fixed these quotas: 

1. Slaughterers are authorized 
to butcher as many cattle and 
calves in any month as they 
did in a corresponding period 
in 1944. : 

2. They will be restricted, how- 
ever, to 80 per cent of their 1944 
monthly hog slaughter. 

These quotas will be adjusted 
to meet any changes in supplies 
of livestock, the OPA said. 

The purpose of the new controls, 
the announcement said, is to di- 
rect livestock supplies to estab- 
lished packing houses. 

At the same time, OPA said, it 
is designed “to reduce the oper- 
ations of those slaughterers who 
have increased slaughter to such 
extent that they have upset nor- 
mal meat distribution and have 
made it difficult to enforce price 
ceilings, 

Terming the plan a “share-the- 
livestock program,” Secretary of 
Agriculture Anderson emphasized 
that the quota system “places no 
restriction on the production of 
meat.” 

OPA said the only slaughterers 
exempt were farmers who sold 
or transferred no more than 6000 
pounds of meat annually from 
their own livestock, and a few 
non-federally inspected packing 
houses which had been certified 
by the Department of Agriculture. 

Any slaughterer who axceeded 
his quota or violated “any provi- 
sions of these orders” would be 
neertified to the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation “for with- 
holding of subsidies,” the an- 
nouncement said. 

The possibility arose today that 
Americans may have to take a

(AP) — The Republic Aviation 
Corp. said yesterday that the P-84 
jet fighters it was building for 
the Army were equipped with 
“shotgun type pilot ejector seats 
which throw an airman out of 
the plane in the event he wants 
to bail out.”

A company spokesman said the 
fighter planes had “cannon type” 
catapults loaded with gunpowder 
charges which “actually shoots an 
airman out of the cockpit” in an 
emergency. 

“It’s just a way of getting a 
flyer out of a plane traveling at 
speeds approaching the speed of 
sound,” the spokesman said. 

Here’s the way the spokesman 
described the device: 

The cylinder cannon containing 
a charge comparable to that in a 
75mm, shell is attached by piston 
to the pilot’s seat which is ejected 
when the flyer “pulls the trigger” 
to bail’ out. Before the detona- 
tion takes place, the mechanism 
automatically releases the cockpit 
canopy above the pilot’s head to 
permit his exit.

10 Blindfolded Men to Compare 
Taste of Scottish and U.S. Scotch 


CHICAGO, April 25 (UP)—Ten 
blindfolded men will drink 60 
glasses of scotch in an effort to 


determine if the American-made 
product really is as good as scotch 
whisky made in Scotland. 

Chairman Charles J. Fleck of 
the Illinois Liquor Commission, on 
April 30, will give each selected 
tester four glasses of scotch and 
two glasses of “scotch type” — the 
latter made by American distillers. 

Fleck said there is nothing 
wrong with the scotch made in 
this country, but the public isn’t 
drinking it because it must be 
labeled, by law, as _ imitation 
scotch or scotch type whisky. 

I¢ the test proves what Fleck 


believes, Illinois will become the 
first state to permit American- 
made scotch to be sold as “real” 
scotch, Fleck said, 

“If the other states follow our 
example,” he said, “we might cut 
off most of England’s export of 
scotch,” 

Fleck told of one Peoria (IIl.) 
distiller who imported—brick by 
brick—an entire plant from Scot- 
land and set it up over a peat bog. 
But the public still hesitated to 
buy the product because it had 
to be labeled “imitation.”

WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP)— 
_CIO Secretary James B. Carey

The increases 
were negotiated, on one and two 
year contracts with the thought 
that price controls would continue, 
he asserted. 

Carey criticized the National As- 
sociation of Manufacturers for its 
opposition to price controls. H. L. 
McCarthy, executive director of 
the new Council of American Busi- 
ness, also took issue with the 
N.A.M. in a statement, which said: 

“The activities of the National 
Association of Manufacturers and 
its satellites in throttling OPA is 
a national scandal.” 

He made public a telegram from 
the council to President Truman 
urging him to veto OPA extension 
legislation if the Senate accepts 
House-imposed amendments. 

Business Men’s Conference. 

The council was formed a few 
months ago, McCarthy said, to 
“unite the independent business 
men of the country behind a pro-~ 
gressive program which will re 
store the people’s confidense in 
business leadership.” George C., 
Hatch, general manager of the 
Intermountain Network, Ogden 
Utah, is listed as president. 

The group will open a two-day 
meeting here tomorrow with OPA 
Administrator Paul Porter listed 
as a principal speaker. 

Carey, charging that “certain 
greedy interests” are out to sabo- 
tage price cogtrols, got into an 
immediate argument with Sena- 
tor Millikin (Rep.), Colorado on 
whether party politics igs in-

Carey said two Republican mem- 
bers of the House had referred 
publicly to the OPA act as an 
economic narcotic.

NEW ‘YORK, April 25 (UP)— 
United States Delegate Edward R. 
. Stettinius Jr., proposed to the 
United Nations Security Council 
today that a special subcommittee 
to investigate Franco Spain be 
authorized to make continuous 
studies of the situation within 
that country. 

Stettinius spoke in support of 
a revised Australian resolution 
which would limit a Council sub- 
committee to a fact-finding job in- 
stead of the original plan to hold 
a formal investigation. Australian 
Delegate Col. W. R. Hodgson ‘also 
agreed to postpone the date for 
the investigating subcommittee’s 
report from May 17 to May 31. 

Soviet Delegate Andrei A. 
Gromyko immediately began an 
- attack on the Anglo-American op- 
position to the Polish resolution 
for a diplomatic “quarantine” of 
. Spain and asserted that the ap- 
. proach of those countries to the 
. Spanish problem was the same as 
- before the war—non-intervention. 

He then reminded Council mem- 
bers that Japan seized Manchuria 
while the other nations followed 
@ non-intervention policy. 

Gromyko bitterely denounced 
the investigation proposal as an 
attempt to return to the “unhappy 
» and bankrupt methods of the 
past.” He charged that it was 
~ reminiscent of the policy followed 
by the League of Nations. 

Urging action instead of investi- 
gation, he called for a “complete” 
- peverance of relations with Spain. 

Gromyko quoted Sir Samuel 
Hoare, former British War Min- 
ister, to support his case. Sir 
Samuel] was British ambassador to 
Spain during the war. Gromyko 
quoted him as saying back in the 
middie thirties that “there is no 
evidence that Mussolini harbors 
aggresive intentions.” “Yet two 
weeks later,” Gromyko said, 
“Mussolini fell on Ethiopia.” 

Proposal of Stettinius, 

Stettinius suggested that the 
subcommittee be directed not only 
to report as directed to the Coun- 
cil on May 31 on facts found, but 
also “from time to time” when- 
ever the subcommittee’s members 
feel that information has devel- 
oped warranting the Council's at- 
tention.

MANILA, April 25 (AP)—Col- 
orful Manuel Roxas, who cam- 
paigned strenuously for the Philip- 
pines presidency while incumbent 
Sergio Osmena sat silently in the 
palace, forged into an 82,282 vote 
lead tonight. 

Returns from 3409 of 14,238 pre- 
cincts gave Roxas 335,529 votes 
to 253,247 for Osmena. 

Osmena headquarters. earlier 
had asserted that the ,rural vote 
would give Osmena the presidency 
for the Philippines’ first four years 
of independence. 

The challenger led in such prov- 
‘inces as Bohol, just east of Os- 
mena’s home island of Cebu, and 
Bulacan, in central Luzon. Os- 
mena’s managers had counted 
such provinces in the bag. 

Roxas’s majoritv of more than 
50,000 in 539 of Manila’s 571 city 
precincts also topped all fore- 
casts. 

There were increasing indica- 
tions that a complete count from 
remote provinces might require 
days to reach Manila. It is on

MAKING PAN AMERICAN UNION 
A WING OF U.N. IS STUDIED 


WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP) 
—Delegates to the governing 
board of the Pan American Union 
were reported today studying the 
possibility of reorganizing the 
inter-American system at the Rio 
de Janeiro conference. 

Board delegates expressed the 
view that the reorganization plan 
should be adopted in some form 
as soon as possible so the inter- 
American system can assume its 
function as a regional organiza- 
tion in the United Nations without 
delay. 

The plan provides for giving the 
system the power to use political, 
economic and military sanctions 
to keep the peace in this hemi- 
sphere.

Grain thus 
obtained will be used to help feed 
famine areas. 


The Department of Agriculture 
reported stocks of wheat in this 
country on April 1 totaled 338,644,- 
000 bushels — about 44,000,000 
bushels short of estimated re- 
quirements until the new crop is 
harvested, Stocks on the same 
date last year totaled 562,974,000 
bushels, 

The requirements for April- 
June quarter have been estimated 
at 382,000,00% bushels. This in- 
cludes about 97,000,000 bushels for 
domestic food; 125,000,000 for ex- 
port to hungry areas abroad; 35,- 
000,000 for planting the spring 
wheat crop and for livestock 
feed; 125,000,000 for the year end 
carryover, or reserves, held by 
farmers for other uses, 

The estimate of 97,000,000 
bushels for domestic food is based 
on a 25 per cent reduction in 
flour supplies, ordered last week 
by the Government as a result of 
the world scarcity of food. 

The Government is in a position 
to dominate the wheat market be- 
cause it has been authorized to 
pay farmers a 30-cent-a-bushel 
bonus over current market prices 
which are at ceiling levels. Other 
buyers cannot meet the Govern- 
ment offer without violating Of- 
fice of Price Administration ceil- 
ings. 

Millers’ Supplies Limited. , 

As a result, millers are limited 
to supplies of wheat they have on 
hand. Some have reported they 
have enough to last them less than 
two weeks. By May 1, all mills 
must reduce their supplies to 21 
days’ requirements, if they have 
more than that amount, Stocks 
above the 21-day supply must be 
sold to the Government. 

Unless the millers can get sup- 


to transport Polish coal, not only 
to various parts of Poland, but 
to nations of western Europe and 
the Balkans.

It was disclosed yesterday that 
Russia will be asked to make 
major revisions in its economic 
agreements of this type to get a 
requested billion dollar loan from 
the United States. 

This strategy was outlined by 
American officials preparing for 
the possible arrival of a Soviet 
financial mission about May 15. 

Russian acceptance of the latest 
American invitation is not certain, 
because of the United States no- 
tice to Moscow that general eco- 
nomic conditions in Eastern Eu- 
rope should be included in the 
loan talks. 

If the Russians show up, offi- 
cials said they will be confronted 
with American requests to (1) re- 
vamp the five-year exclusive 
“treaties of economic collabora- 
tion” concluded with Romania 
and Hungary and (2) review short- 
term barter agreements with 
Poland, Yugoslavia, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Finland, Bulgaria, Romania 
and Hungary.

Tabriz Radio Says Group 
Will Discuss Return of 
Province

TEHRAN, April 25 (AP)—The 
radio at Tabriz, capital of the self- 
styled Azerbaijan autonomous gov- 
ernment, said today an Azerbaijan 
commission headed by Russian- 
born Sadiq Padegan was en 
route to Tehran to confer with 
the central government on the 
proposed return of the province 
to Iranian rule. 

Padegan is vice president of the 
Azerbaijan parliament and chair- 
man of the central committee of 
the Democratic party which di- 
rected the revolt which led to the 
autonomous government, The ra- 
dio said the three-man commis- 
sion was invited to Tehran by 
F. Ipakchian, Premier Ahmed 
Qavam’s special envoy to Tabriz. 

A foreign observer, who asked 
that his name not be used be- 
cause of danger to his own safety, 
brought from Azerbaijan a de- 
tailed story of Russian activity in 
there in recent weeks, 

The observer, who said he wit- 
nessed the troop movements him- 
self, said more than 300 Russian 
tanks moved into Azerbaijan from 
Russia between March 8—one day 
after Russia was pledged to 
evacuate Iran under the Russian- 
British-Iranian treaty of 1942 — 
and March 30. 

The observer said he was 
warned by the Russian com- 
mandant to leave the town of 
Maraghay “for the sake of my 
health” after he had watched the 
arrival there last week of tanks, 
weapon carriers, artillery and So- 
viet and Azerbaijan troops. 

Confirming reports of a few 
weeks ago of Russian troop move- 
ments, the observer said tanks, 
supported by mechanized units, ar- 
tillery and infantry, fanned out 
from Tabriz in three directions to- 
ward Kurdistan and Iraq, Turkey 
and east toward Mianeh. 

Only 43 tanks, he said, have re- 
turned to Tabriz from Miyandaub, 
in the Kurdistan direction, and up 
to yesterday none of these had 
been seen crossing back into Rus- 
sia, 

He expressed the view that the 
Russians would favor the return 
of Azerbaijan to the Iranian cen- 
tral government, saying “they in- 
tend to use the province as a lever 
to control all Persia.” 


RUSSIAN PROMISES NO MORE

CHINESE REDS 


EXPECTED 


TO OCCUPY HARBIN TODAY 


Russians Due to Depart, Small Government 
Garrison in Manchurian City Unlikely 
to Resist Communists. 


CHUNGKING, April 25 (AP)— 
Russian occupation troops were 
due to complete their withdrawal 
today from Harbin, a rich north 
Manchurian city, and there was 
every indication that Chinese 


Communist troops would move 
right in, 


Several sources reported that 
Chinese Government planes, try- 
ing to land at Harbin to evacuate 
Government officials, found the 
airport already taken over by the 
Communists. The planes return- 
ed to Mukden without the offi- 
cials. Earlier in the week, 81 ad- 
ministrators sent into Harbin 
weeks ago had flown to Mukden. 


Sage Jorgensen, the Danish 
consul who flew out of Harbin 
only yesterday, told Associated 
Press Photographer Julian Wilson 
(formerly of St. Louis), in Mukden 
that Harbin residents would wel- 
come the arrivial of the Com- 
munists. He said the citizens 
feared an outbreak of robbery 
and looting if the Communists 
didn’t take over because the Gov- 
ernment garrison there was too 
small to assume control. It was 
a locally recruited force and was 
not expected to offer resistance 
to the Communists. 

The Dane said most high Chi- 
nese officials, including the police 
chief, had left the city. 

The nearest government army is 
about 300 miles to the south. 

Jorgensen said Harbin was quiet 


under Russian administration and 
that such excesses as occurred 
were “discouraged.” He reported 
more than 100 Russian soldiers 
were convicted of crimes against 
civilians and shot in the Soviets’ 
eight-month occupation. 

There are about 60,000 Russians 
in Harbin, he said. Most of them 
are White Russians who settled 
there after fleeing from the Red 
revolution nearly years ago. 

Some were removed to Russia 
during the Soviet occupation. Of 
these, Marshal Malinovsky told 
Harbin Russians in a farewell 
address last weekend: 

“Some present here may miss 
the friends they knew and be 
sorry about it. The fact is, we had 
to take a certain number of per- 


sons to Russia in order to re-edu-/| 


cate them because they worked 
against Soviet interests.” 

At Peiping, Lt. Gen. Chao Chia- 
hsiang, chief of staff of the Gov- 
ernment’s northeastern command, 
said “the Generalissimo (Chiang 
Kai-shek) is very concerned about 
the situation.” Chao flew to Peip- 
ing from Chungking - yesterday 
and expected to proceed to Muk- 
den.

U.S. BUILDING BASE 
FOR SUPERFORTS 
AT FOGGIA, ITALY 


FOGGIA, Italy, April 25 (UP)— 
The United States Army Air 
Forces is using 4000 German pris- 
oners of war to build the first 
Superfortress field in Italy, which 
may eventually become a base for 
the United Nations air force, it 
was learned today,

Convention Also Adopts 


Zoo Acquires Two Lesser Pandas 
In Swap for Two Cape Buffaloes

Resolutions urging Federal aid 
to both public and parochial 
schools where needed and recom- 
mending support of the United 
Nations Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization were 
adopted at the closing session to- 
day of the National Catholic Edu- 
cational Association at Kiel Audi- 
torium, 

“The compelling purpose of 
Federal aid to education will be 
defeated,” one resolution stated, 
“unless the Federal funds are dis- 
tributed only to those areas where 
state and local resources are in- 
adequate and without distinction 
because of race, color, creed or at- 
tendance at a public or non-public 
school.” 

Advocacy of U.N.E.S.C.O. was 
based upon the “importance of a 
world-wide commitment of educa- 
tion, science and culture to the 
cause of peace among nations, the 
second resolution stated. 

The 3-day meeting closed today 
with the re-election of the present 
officers of the association and se- 
lection of Boston as the site of 
the 1947 convention. 

George K. Hutton, editor of the 
Interracial Review and secretary 
of the Catholic Interracial Coun- 
cil of New York, told the confer- 
ence this morning that the most 
important problem facing’ the 
United States was the promotion 
of interracial harmony and secur- 
ing equal justice for all. He 
stressed the role of Catholic edu- 
cators in‘training the leaders of 
tomorrow in the perfection and 
extension of democratic ideals 
*and praised the recent papal en- 
cyclicals on social justice as great 
social documents. 

Archbishop’s Views. 

Last night Archbishop John T. 
McNicholas of Cincinnati, presi- 
dent general of the association, 
urged Federal aid to parochial as 
well as public schools “in order 
that freedom of education of 
which we boast” should not be 
nullified. 

Deploring the lack of religious 
training in public schools, the 
speaker asserted the widespread 
delinquency of youth should not 
be a surprise when it is realized 
“that God is shut out of our tax- 
supported schools.” 

If juvenile delinquency is to be 
corrected, God must be brought 
back into the lives of youth, who 
must be taught the moral law 
and must have formed in them 
from infancy the habits of vir- 
tuous living, he said. 

Dr. Hugh S. Taylor, dean of the 
graduate school of Princeton Uni- 
versity, and Cardinal Thomas Tien 
of China also spoke. Dr. Taylor 
urged support of the United Na- 
tions educational, scientific and 
cultural organization to preserve 
peace. Cardinal Tien, speaking 
in his native tongue, offered brief 
felicitations and appealed for 
American aid for Chinese schools. 
His remarks were interpreted by 
his secretary, the Rev. John Vos. 

Deviation From Previous Stand. 

In advocating federal aid for 
schools, Archbishop McNicholas 
deviated from the stand taken in 
past years by both public and pa- 
rochial educators against such 
aid because it was feared its ac- 
ceptance would invite federal con- 
trol of educational systems. 

Legislation proposed in former 
years extending federal aid to tax- 
supported schools only was at- 
tacked by the prelate as “un-Amer- 
ican and undemocratic.” Such 
provisions were “ruthless in by- 
passing children and parents who 
need help to get the minimum of 
education for an American child 
in the schools/ of their conscien- 
tious choice, he said. 

Primary and secondary schools 
which are not tax-supported, he 
continued, should ‘not be deprived 
of the help they need provided 
their physical plants and curricu- 
lum meet the demands of the state. 
Likewise, children in such schools 
should not be denied bus transpor- 
tation, medical care and textbooks 
when the need can be proven to 
state and federal governments, he 
said. 

In pointing out that the Mead- 
Aiken bill now pending in Con- 
gress would correct much of this 
injustice, he denied that govern- 
ment aid to parochial schools 
would foster a union of church 
and state. 

“No religious group is asking for 
a union of church and state,” he 
declared, “but the religion of par- 
ents or of the children, whatever 
it be, should not exclude help 
wherever help is needed. All our 
children are American citizens.” 
He added tkat no support by any 
subterfuge, should be given by the 
state to religion. 

On Need of Moral Training. 

In deploring the lack of moral 
teaching in public schools, Arch- 
bishop McNicholas asserted that 
“many schools will permit teach- 
ers and professors to speak 
against God and religion,” but 
that the same schools “will not 
permit statements in favor of God 
or the exposition of basic moral 
principles.” 

“We cannot expect our youths 
who have passed several years in 
primary and secondary schools, 
ignoring God and His law and dis- 
regarding the whole sphere of 
morality, to have those habits of 
restraint which will make them 
virtuous men and women,” he de- 
clared., 

“In many schools our youths 
are told that God is ‘old stuff,’ 
that the idea of fixed morality is 
utterly at variance with modern 
thought and with a progressive

CITY INSTITUTION 
‘MENTALPATIENTS 


Agrees on 240 a Year if 
Space Is Available to 
Help Relieve Crowded 


Conditions Here. 


The Board of Managers of State 
Eleemosynary Institutions has 
agreed to accept annually 240 men- 
tal patients now maintained in 
St. Louis institutions if space is 
available in State hospitals, Di- 
rector of Public Welfare Henry 8S. 
Caulfield announced today. 
Caulfield, who conferred with 
the board yesterday at Nevada, 
Mo., said the board had agreed 
to attempt taking 20 mental pa- 
tients a month to help relieve 
overcrowded conditions at City 
Sanitarium and Homer G. Phillips 
Hospital for Negroes. 

He said the board expressed a 
willingness to take over part of 
the city’s burden in caring for 
mental patients, but that its offer 
was subject to available space as 
State hospitals are also over- 
crowded. ; 

The city now has about 3700 
mental patients at City Sani- 
tarium, Homer G. Phillips Hospi- 
tal, Malcolm Bliss Hospital and 
the Infirmary. The state pays $12 
a month for the support of each 
patient, but the cost to the city 
is $30 a month for each patient. 
The city will contribute $6 a 
month to the cost of caring for 
each patient sent by the city to 
State institutions, effecting a sav- 
ing of $12 a month on each case 
accepted by the State. 

Caulfield pointed out that the 
Sanitarium, with a capacity of 
2370, now has 3300 patients. Homer 
G. Phillips Hospital has 100 men- 
tal patients with facilities to care 
for only 50 to 60.

of scientific activity. 
Asserting that educators can 
draw a lesson from science, which 
knaws no_ international boun- 
daries, Dr, Taylor said that the 
revolt of atomic scientists against 
military control is a manifesta- 
tion of a desire to return to the 
free spirit of inquiry. Achieve- 
ments in the world of science, 
especially in atomic energy, he 
said, “have forced us to the real- 
ization that we are confronted 
with the alternative: One world 
or none.”

“education for one world” must 
begin with children. “We must en- 
large their knowledge of each 
other’s ways and lives beyond na- 
tional boundaries,” he continued. 
“We must educate them in the 
principles of dignity, equality and 
mutual respect of all men in all 
lands; educate them in the princi- 
ples of justice, liberty and peace.

Two lesser pandas, resembling 
their cousins, the raccoons, in size 
and markings have been obtained 
by the St. Louis zoo in a swap 
with the San Diego zoo. 

Director George P. Vierheller 
said today that the pandas, a male 
and female, were purchased for

The pandas, born in this coun- 
try a year ago, are scheduled to 
arrive here about May 15. They 
will be placed on exhibition in the 
small mammal house at the north 
end of the reptile house. 

The zoo has not had a lesser 
panda since one died a few weeks 
after its acquisition five years 
ago. Unlike the giant pandas, 
which resemble bears, the lesser 
pandas are members of the rac- 
coon family with black markings 
around the eyes and long bushy 
tails. 

Like the giant pandas they are 
found in Szechwan Province, 
China, but range farther into the 
Himalayas in northern India. 

A collection of snakes obtained 
during a three-weeks expedition 
in Louisiana and Arkansas will be 
placed on exhibition Sunday in the 
east wing of the reptile house. 
Members of the expedition, who 
shipped some of their captives 
ahead of them, were scheduled to 
arrive by automobile tonight. 
They obtained rattlesnakes, moc- 
casins, coral snakes, and various 
species of water snakes. 

The trip was under the joint 
auspices of the St. Louis zoo and 
the Lincoln Park zoo at Chicago.

TWO RAIL UNIONS 
CALL NATION-WIDE 
STRIKE FORMAY 18 


293,000 Trainmen, Engi- 
neers Ordered Out— 
Fact-Finders Report 
Rejected. 


CLEVELAND, April 25 (AP)— 
A nationwide railroad strike to 
start May 18 was ordered today 
by officials of two large rail 
brotherhoods, the Trainmen and 
Locomotive Engineers. 

General chairman of the two 
brotherhoods reached the strike 
decision after a two-day confer- 
ence in which they rejected rec- 
ommendations made by a fact- 
finding board in the brotherhoods’ 
dispute with carriers over wages 
and working rules changes. 

In view of today’s action, Gov- 
ernment seizure of railroads is 
the only way to prevent suspen- 
sion of rail operations after the 
May 18 deadline, if further nego- 
tiations with the carriers is im- 
possible, 

Insisting on Rule Changes. 

Chairmen approved the walkout 
by acclamation after President A. 
F, Whitney of the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen told the 
conference: 

“Now is the psychological time 
to press down on these railroads 
and get our rule changes through. 

“If the Government calls us to 
Washington, we'll go, but the 
strike order won’t be ealled off 
until a satisfactory settlement is 
reached,” 

Alvanley Johnston, grand chief 
engineer of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, likewise 
told the conference the strike 
would continue “until a satisfac- 
tory settlement was reached.” 

Representatives of the two 
brotherhoods meet with the car- 
riers Monday at Chicago to at- 
tempt to negotiate differences. 

The fact-finding board's report 
recommended a wage increase of 
16 cents an hour, which it said 
was equivalent to $1.28 a day, a 
boost of 18 per cent. The two 
brotherhoods had asked increases 
averaging 25 per cent, and 45 
changes in working rules. 

The unions’ second demand was 
not met, but the board recom- 
mended several working rules ad- 
vocated by the railroads. The 
brotherhoods’ past attitude has 
been in opposition to the carriers’ 
proposals for rule changes. 

The two rail brotherhoods have 
a combined membership of ap- 
proximately 293,000, about 15 per 
cent of the nation’s railroad em- 
ployes. A walkout by them would 
paralyze the country’s rail trans- 
portation system, both brother- 
hoods maintain. 

A strike call actually has been 
in effect for more than a month, 
but was suspended under the pro- 
cedures of the Railway Labor Act. 
Appointment of the fact-finding 
board by President Truman auto- 
matically delayed the strike for 
30 days. The law also specifies a 
30-day wait after the report of the 
fact-finding board, which in this 
case was made April 18.

front pew, funeral services were 
held today for Harlan Fiske Stone, 
Chief Justice of the United States. 

The brief and impressively 
simple ceremony, conducted at 
Washington Cathedral, was at- 
tended by civilian and military 
leaders, including congressional 
and Supreme Court delegations. 

Truman, In a formal cutaway 
sat directly across the aisle from 
relatives and close friends of the 
jurist. 

The President motored through 
a drizzling rain from Quantico, 
Va., to pay his last respects. 

The service was conducted by 
the Rev. Fleming James, dean of 
the theological seminary at the 
University of the South, Suwanee, 
Tenn., an old friend of Justice 
Stone. There were no eulogies. . 

Immediately after the rites, the 
President escorted his family back 


to the White House and drove 
toward the Marine base at Quan- 
tico. There he is to reboard the 
presidential yacht Williamsburg. 
Tomorrow he will resume his 
week-long rest cruise. 

Associate Justices of the Su- 
preme Court who were sitting with 
Chief Justice Stone when he was 
stricken were honorary pallbear- 
ers. These include all of the 
court’s members except Justice 
Jackson, who is in Germany for 
the war crimes trials. 


Three retired members of the 
court, former Chief Justice Hughes 
and Justices McReynolds and Rob- 
erts, also were designated hon- 
orary pallbearers.

MERIT SYSTEM 
BILL 1S SIGNED 
BY GOV. DONNELLY 


Measure Applying to 
Three Agencies Goes 
Into Effect July 1 — 
Board to Be Named.

Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 25— 
The merit system bill, a long advo- 
cated governmental reform in the 
State, was signed late yesterday 
afternoon by Gov. Donnelly. It 
will go into effect July 1 

Considered by many as an open- 
ing wedge for expansion of the 
merit system in choosing state 
personnel, the bill applies to the 
Department of Public Health and 
Welfare, the Department of Cor- 
rections and the Employment Se- 
curity Division (the present Un- 
employment Compensation Com- 
mission) of the Department of 
Labor and Industria] Relations. 

The merit system act will gov- 
ern appointments, promotions, lay- 
offs and discipline of most of the 
employes of these agencies. 

The functfens of the bill will 
abolish the spoils system in the 
selection of personnel for the De- 
partment of Corrections and for 
the eleemosynary institutions in 
the Department of Public Health 
and Welfare. 

The employment security divi- 
sion and those agencies of the 
Department of Public Health and 
Welfare which receive grants from 
the Federal Government now have 
merit systems established in order 
to qualify for federal aid. The 
merit system aet will take over 
duties of the existing merit sys 
tem council in these agencies. 

Bitterly fought in the Legisla- 
ture by politicians desiring contin- 
uance of the spoils system, the 
bill prohibits political activity by, 
members of the three-member ad- 
visory board which will head the 
system. Members of this board 
will be appointed by the Governor 
within 30 days of the bill’s effec- 
tive date. 

Open compétitive examinations 
for positions classified by the 
board will be the means of select- 
ing and promoting employes, Ex~- 
aminations also will be given for 
the position of director, the offi- 
cial who will actively administer 
the system, 

A preferential rating of five 
points on the examinations will be 
given to war veterans, with dis- 
abled veterans receiving a 10-point 
preferential rating.

Goering’s “Worst Deed.” 


Schacht met the challenge this 
morning by authorizing Dix to 
elicit from Gisevius his account of 
Blomberg’s marriage afid also of 
Goering’s “worst deed.” 


This, according to the witness, 
was Goering’s strategem in obtain- 
in, the dismissal of Field Marshal 
Freiherr von Fritsch as command- 
er-in-chief of the German Army 
by framing against him a false 
charge of homosexuality. This was 
despite the fact, according to Gise- 
vius, that Goering knew Fritsch 
was innocent and that the real 
culprit was an officer of the same 
name, one Capt. Fritsch. 

-In the opinion of the witness, 
Hitler suddenly ordered the inva- 
sion of Austria to prevent the 
Reich War Court from beginning 
an investigation which would have 
damaged Goering, Heinrich Himm- 
ler and Reinhardt Heydrich by 
revealing the criminal mendacity 
employed by them to get rid of 
Fritsch. The latter died under 
mysterious circumstances during 
the Polish war. It was officially 
reported that he was killed while 
making a reconnaissance at the 
front. But rumors persisted that 
he was shot in the back by Ges- 
tapo agents. 

On Blomberg’s Marriage. 

“On Jan. 12, 1938,” related Gise- 
vius, “the German public was sur- 
prised by a report that Blomberg 
was to be married. No information 
about the bride to be and no 
pictures were published. The 
first photograph to be printed was 
one of Blomberg and his wife 
taken in front of the monkey cage 
at the Leipzig zoo. A few days 
after the engagement was an- 
nounced, police files turned up 
showing that Blomberg’s fiancee 
was a professional prostitute reg- 
istered as such in seven large Ger- 
man cities, that her photograph 
and finger prints were in the Ber- 
lin rouges’ gallery and that she 
had been convicted of distributing 
pornographic pictures, 

“The chief of police in Berlin, 
Count Helldorf, dashed in a panic 
to Col. Gen. Wilhelm Keitel, as the 
defendant's rank then was. Keitel 
was related to Blomberg by mar- 
riage. Keitel refused to approach 
Blomberg or to communicate the 
information to Beck and Fritsch. 
He instructed Helldorf to take the 
files to Goering. 

“It soon proved that Goering 
knew all about the case. He told 
Helldorf that Blomberg had first 
asked whether it was permissible 
for him to ‘have an affair with 
a commoner.’ Goering saw noth- 
ing objectionable in the proposal. 
Later Blomberg asked Goering to 
help him get a dispensation to 
marry ‘a lady with a past.’ 

“Goering not only did so but 
served as best man at the wed- 


ding on Jan. 12 at which Hitler by 


was also present. In the mean- 
time, Blomberg had once more 
begged Goering for aid. Unfor- 
tunately, lamented the Field Mar- 
shal, his fiancee still had another 
lover. Could not Goering find 
some means of sending him away? 
Goering summoned the lover, gave 
him a pocket full of foreign ex- 
change and hurried him off to 
South America.” 
Showed Files to Hitler. 

Not long afterwards, the wit- 
ness continued, Goering and his 
henchmen, Himmler and Heydrich, 
decided it was necessary to rid 
themselves of Fritsch and Blom- 
berg. Goering for the first time 
showed to the Fuehrer the files 
about Blomberg’s wife. Hitler 
suffered a violent nervous attack 
and ordered Blomberg’s dismissal 
on the spot. 

According to the witness, Hitler 
alarmed them by stating that he 
would promote Fritsch to be 
Blomberg’s successor as com- 
mander in chief of the Wehrmacht. 
They replied that records existed 
dating from 1935 which were 
highly incriminating against 
Fritsch. The Gestapo had adopted 
homosexuality as a ground 
through which its enemies might 
be destroyed and had ransacked 
the prisons for evidence against 
persons whom the secret police 
wished to ruin. 

About an officer whose name 
was Fritsch or Frisch, a certain 
convict told what the witness 
called “a story so terrible and 
atrocious that I shall not repeat 
it’ On Jan. 15, 1938, said the wit- 
ness, the Gestapo had conclusive 
proof that the guilty man was not 
the Field Marsha! but a double 
named Capt. Fritsch. The agents 
of the secret police visited the lat- 
ter’s apartment and questioned his 
servants. 

Threatened by Goering. 

Nevertheless, Goering, who was 
in elosest touch with the Gestapo, 
summoned the convict to Karin- 
halle and threatened him with 
death if he did not repeat his story 
to Hitler. Then on Jan. 24, Fritsch 
was ordered to appear\at the chan- 
cellory. In the presence of Goer- 
ing and Beck, Hitler accused the 
Field Marshal, who indignantly 
denied the charge. Then Hitler 
opened a door and the convict 
appeared. Trembling with terror 
of Goering, the convict pointed a 
finger at the Field Marshal and 
said, “That is the man.” 

“Fritsch, who was a man of 
honor,” continued Gisevius, “was 
speechless for a moment and then

Foreign Office spokesmen 
continued to deprecate American 
suggestions that if the ministers 
can not agree separate peace 
treaties might be signed with 
Italy and other former Axis na- 
tions. 

The British criticized what they 
termed the new “vigorous” Amer- 
ican foreign policy... They said 
that if Secretary of State Byrnes 
tries to set a timetable for action 
by the foreign ministers the meet- 
ing is likely to be a failure. 

British policy, it was asserted, 
calls for slow, steady work at the 
rehabilitation of Europe. Britain 
was said to be “extremely anxious” 
to convince Russia of its. sin- 
cerity and will welcome any hint 
of Soviet willingness to compro- 
mise. 

Britain, it was reported, might 
advance plans for “international- 
izing” the Mediterranean lifeline 
of the empire provided Russia 
agreed to internationalize § the 
major rivers of Europe.

Britain Proposes Allies Authorize 
Italian Vote on Monarchy. 

LONDON, April 25 (AP)—The 
Foreign Office said today that 
Britain had proposed to the United 
States and Russia that Italy hold 
a plebiscite on the monarchy 
when elections are held June 2. 

The British view was that the 
three powers should officially 
authorize Italy now to determine 
whether to remain a monarchy or 
become a republic. 

A Foreign Office spokesman said 
the British Government had ob- 
served a truce on the monarchy 
question since the King of Italy 
renounced his royal powers in 
favor of Crown Prince Umberto.

DR. ARTHUR COMPTON: 
URGES BROTHERHOOD 


Says We Must Live With 
Common Objective or Not 
Live at All. 


NEW YORK, April 25 (UP)— 


HOME MOVIES Dr. Arthur H. Compton, scientist 


and physicist who worked on the 
atomic bomb, said today that since 
atomic energy has given man the 
ability to destroy himself, man- 
kind must “live together with a 
common objective and brother- 
hood or we shall not live at all.” 

Compton, Chancellor of Wash- 
ington University in St. Louis, 
spoke at a luncheon in his honor 
given by the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews. He is 
Protestant co-chairman of the con- 


ference. 


He said he was “truly opti- 


| mistic” as to the future and that 
ihe was confident 


“we can learn 
how to use these new powers for 


| the good ef mankind.” 


There is no greater problem be- 
he said, 


ihe said, came through co-oper- 
| ation of the people who cherished 


freedom. 

The development of the atomic 
bomb itself, Compton said, illus- 
trated both the necessity of co- 
operation and its results. 

The fact that the atom has a 
nucleus was first advanced in 
Tokyo, he-said. A New Zealander 
who worked in England developed 
convincing evidence of the exist- 
ence of that nucleus, and further 
steps were taken by Germans, he 
said. Scientists in Italy, India, 
Denmark and Holland contributed, 
he added.

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FOREIGN - MADE 
PISTOL KILLED 
ALICE SHRYOCK 


Weapon of Type Used by 
Central European 
Armies Sought by 
County Authorities. 


Ballistics tests made by S58t. 
Louis police have disclosed that 
the bullet which killed Alice Lor- 
ene Shryock was 6.25-mm. ammu- 
nition for a foreign-make pistol, 
and not of .32-caliber as had been 
believed, it was learned today. 
Search is being conducted for a 
pistol of a type used by Central 
European armies. 

Two St. Louls county men, uncles 
of . youth questioned repeatedly 
in the murder investigation, are 
under investigation. Both are war 
veterans, one with overseas serv- 
ice. They deny having owned a 
foreign-make pistol and a search 
of their Ferguson home revealed 
only a .88-caliber revolver. 

Conflicting accounts reported to 
have been given by the men con- 
cerning disposition of their auto- 
mobile and the finding of an ear- 
ring in the car are being checked. 
The earring matches in type one 
belonging to Alice Shryock, found 
in her home, and was identified 
by her parents as part of a set of 
costume jewelry belonging to their 
daughter. One of the men told 
officers the earring found in the 
upholstery of the automobile had 
been lost by a woman friend, 

Two Accounts, 

The men told neighbors that a 
1937 DeSoto coach one of them 
owned had caught fire on Natural 
Bridge road, and an insurance 
company had paid them for the 
loss and taken the machine. The 
car was located on a used car lot 
on Natural Bridge avenue and the 
men told investigators they had 
sold it to a’ dealer April 15, be- 
cause they could no longer afford 
to keep it. Both are unemployed 
and have been drawing veterans’ 
compensation. 

Police learned today that the 
men last week purchased another 
automobile, which was found 
parked at their home. Investiga- 
tion also revealed that the back 
rest section of the front seat of 
the previous car had been ex- 
changed for a different type back 
before the car was sold. The old 
back was found at a salvage com- 
pany on Lindbergh boulevard, 
where it had beer torn up in a 
salvage operation. Tests made of 
the upholstery failed to reveal 
bloodstains. 

Checking the men’s stories of 
their whereabouts on the night of 
April 3, the night Alice Shryock 
was killed, officers said they had 
verified one’s statement that he 
was drunk, and the account ofthe 
other that he was in the company 
of a woman. The check of their 
movements extends only to mid- 
night, which is about the time 
Alice was last seen alive in Over- 
land. The one man stated he had 
a date with Alice, but failed to 
keep it when he became intoxi- 
cated. Police questioned a man, 
who said he had been drinking 
with him. 

Tire Tracks Unlike. 

When the body was found April 
6 in Creve Coeur Memorial Park 
officers made a plaster mold of 
tire tracks at the scene. The mold 
does not match the tires on the 
car, which the men sold, but offi- 
cers point out that there were 
many tracks in the area where the 
body lay for three days. Alice ap- 
parently was attacked in a vacant 
lot near her home, then taken in 
an automobile to the park, about 
six miles distant. 

Investigation the Post- 


Dispatch revealed that the di-| : 


vorced wife of one of the men lived 
in a clubhouse on Creve Coeur 
Lake, about 500 yards from where 
Alice’s body was found. She is 
reported to have moved away sev- 
eral days after the finding of the 
body and has refused to give her 
mother her new address. She di- 
vorced her first husband in 1944 
and has recently remarried, 

Also held at Clayton today is 
a 20-year-old Overland youth, who 
had been missing from his home 
since April 11. He was arrested 
yesterday in Springfield, Mo., and 
returned to S8t. Louis county, 
where he was booked suspected of 
forging his employer’s name to 
several checks. An acquaintance 
of Alice Shryock, he had an auto- 
mobile and left suddenly without 
taking spare clothing.

Write That Police 
Don’t Protect Them. 


Tom and Joe Lewis, Negro pro- 
prietors of the Cosmopolitan night 
club in East St. Louis and po- 
litical opponents of St. Clair 
Courtty Boss Dan McGlynn, wrote 
President Truman yesterday re- 
porting they were unable to ob- 
tain police protection and asking 
for advice from the Chief Execu- 


tive. 

The Lewises’ night club, at 1644 
Bond avenue, was bombed last 
Thursday following a victory by 
seven Lewis-sponsored candidates 
for precinct committeeman over 
McGlynn supporters in the April | 
9 primary. Four shots were fired 
into the club last March 20, 

“Our businesg has been molest- 
ed on two occasions, which has 
resulted in the revocation of our 
insurance,” the letter, signed by 
Joe Lewis, said. ‘ 

“Since this is the case, we are | 

forced to protect our own busi- 
ness which I am certain will re-| 
sult in serious consequences. We 
don’t want to resort to this means 
of protection as we are trying! 
very hard to avoid any trouble, 
vee | but because we differ with the 
0! present political regime, our con- | 
:| sideration along this line is im-| 
«| paired. | 
eei| “I am writing to you at this/ 
wee | time hoping to be advised as to 
the proper action to be taken |

Copies of the letter were sent to 
Illinois Congressmen, Gov. Dwight 
Green, Mayor John T. Connors, | 
Sheriff George Gruenewald and 
Police Commissioner John T. Eng- 
lish, 

Joe Lewis told the Post-Dispatch 
the Western Casualty Co. had 
withdrawn its fire, storm and 
bomb damage insurance Tuesday. 

The Lewises keep revolvers at 
the Cosmopolitan Club for pro- 
tection against possible future 
bombings. “I know the guns will | 
cause trouble,” Joe Lewis said, 
“but we have made daily appeals 
to English for police protection, | 
and we never see any policeman 
near the place.” 

Mayor Connors said today the 
city did not have a sufficiently 
large police force to be able to 
provide a policeman for duty at 
the club 24 hours a day. He said 
cruising squad cars had been in-| 
structed to watch the club closely. 


Reporting that he hadn't been 
home since last Sunday because 
he felt it was necessary to keep 
watch at the club, Joe Lewis add- 
ed that “the country may be civil- 
ized, but East St. Louis sure isn’t.”

Despite its terrible vastness, the international 
food problem, involving starvation for millions 
can be understandably presented. 

It takes 2,500 calories of food a day to assure an 
individual’s health. Yet because of the effect of 
the war on manpower and farm equipment, to- 
gether with crop failures, millions of Europeans 
and Asiatics face a diet of less than 1,500 calories 
—in some areas below 900. This adds up to dis 
ease, suffering, famine, death. 

The danger areas are known. Herbert Hoover 
found that 5,000,000 Polish children are under- 
nourished. An official group from India reported 
that between 5,000,000 to 10,000,000 wall die 
there unless they obtain 4,000,000 tons of wheat 
and rice in the next 12 months. In Germany, ra- 
tions have been cut below 1,500 calories. In Italy 
2,000,000 mothers and children face starvation. 
In China and other parts of the Far Eaet, there is 
a frightful shortage of wheat and rice. 

We Can Save Millions 

Yet in certain favored lands, notably the United 
States, the caloric intake, on the average, is well 
above 3,500—much more than health requires. 
Spared the ravages of war, these lands have the 
capacity for producing a surplus above the 3,500 
figure. Indeed, they enjoy the luxury of waste.* * * 

An efficient reshuffling of diet in the United 
States alone would save more than 100,000,000 
persons from’ starvation. Another 100,000,000 
could be saved by stepping up our production. 
Almost as many could be saved by the food we 
waste. About 500,000,000 people — about one 
quarter of the entire population of the globe—face 
famine. If all the “have” nations do their part, 
these people can be saved until their own produc 
tive capacity is restored. 

America’s share in this reepencibility calle for 
the following program: 


REINSTITUTE rationing to cover bread, 4 


* meat, oils, fats, butter and canned staple 
goods. Voluntary abstinence is not enough. Food 
once in eonewmer channels is lost for relief pure 
poses. 

2 ESTABLISH top transportation priority, on

3 ESTABLISH top priority on materials for 

* manufacturing farm equipment. A recent De 
partment of Agriculture survey showed that one 
fourth of all American farm machinery should be 


replaced. 


DECLARE an immediate moratorium on the 
serving of food in night clubs, bars and the

5 IF NECESSARY, to crush the black market 


and combat “foodleggers,” let the govern- 
ment do with food processing and distribution 
what the late President Roosevelt did to meet the 
bank crisis in 1933—take over all such units, then 
Jet them operate (under private management) on 
the basis of permits. The permits should be issued 
on the basis of rules, the violation of which would 
bring penalties. War powers exist to permit such

Why has such a program not been adopted? 
Why was rationing ended with a speed that out- 
did even the Harding “normalcy?” The answer is 
narrow politics and an underestimate on the part 
of our leaders of the real moral nature of Amerie 
eans. 

Some politicians have believed that Americans 
are more interested in overfilling their stomachs 
than in creating a decent world, more concerned 
with self than with self-esteem. This is an especiale

John B. Miles, a former convict 
who was shot and killed in an at- 
tempted holdup in Indianapolis, 
Ind., last Saturday, will be buried 
here tomorrow. He is a former 
St. Louisan. 

Miles, 35 years old, fatally 
wounded Rex Moonshower, man- 
ager of an Indianapolis eS ee 
machine company, whom he trie 


to rob a second time, and was 
killed in an exchange of shots 
with Moonshower. 

Indianapolis police learned after 
the shooting that Miles robbed 
Moonshower and William Armi- 
tage, owner of the vending ma- 
chine company, of $1000, which he 
forced them to withdraw from a 
bank a month ago. When he left 
the pair he remarked, “I'll be 
back.” They did not report the 
robbery to police at the time, but 
Moonshower kept a revolver ready 
in his desk, and used it when 
Miles walked into his office Sat- 
urday. Moonshower died Sunday. 

Police records here show that 
Miles was sentenced to the work- 
house in 1930 for petty larceny. He 
subsequently received three fed- 
eral prison terms for automobile 
theft and in March, 1939, he es- 
caped at Mexico, Mo., trom a train 
on which he was being brought to 
St. Louis to face a counterfeiting 
charge. He was captured two 
months later in Indiana. 

Early last month Miles escaped 
from a courtroom at Los Angeles, 
where he was charged with rob- 
bery and kidnaping after forcing 
a robbery victim to accompany 
him to a bank to withdraw money. 

Funeral services will be held 
from the Mayer undertaking es- 
tablishment, 4356 Lindell boule- 
vard. Miles is survived by two 
sisters, who reside here.

As they had not wanted him, 
they did not even ask him to 
sign the distinguished visitors’ 
book and were greatly relieved 
when he made his departure. 

They will never forget his 
typical remark when he was 
shown the figure of the miracu- 
lous Virgin in whose honor the 
monastery was founded. 

Having looked with the cold 
eye of the Gestapo chief on the 
ninth-century Madonna, he gave 
his verdict upon the family’s 
identity. “The Virgin and Child 
are clearly of Nordic origin.” 

The new order had not changed 

the humorless pedantry of Ger- 
man bullies, - 

Contrast in Reception. 
Jt was no doubt the contrast 
between his and my reception 
that excited the Spanish police 
against the community. 

The unfortunate abbot was or- 
dered to Barcelona, where he was 
closely interrogated about my ac- 
tivities. 

The preposterous accusation 
that appeared to be implicitly be- 
lieved was that I had gone to 
Montserrdt for the purpose of 
plotting with the abbot a landing 
of Allied troops in Rosas Bay 
(on the Mediterranean, just south 
of the Franco-Spanish border). 

Could spite, folly, and fatuity 
have been pushed farther? 

(Sir Samuel moved on to Se- 
ville.) 

Two Personalities. 

The two outstanding personali- 
ties in the city of Seville were the 
Infante Don Carlos and the Car- 
dinal Archbishop Segura. 

Don Cartos, now over 80, was 
by birth a Bourbon Prince of 
Naples who had married the sis- 
ter of Alfonso XIII and become a 
Spanish Infante. 

His second wife is a daughter of 
the Comte de Paris and a sister 
of the late Duc d’Orleans. Their 
daughter is Dona Mercedes, the 
wife of Don Juan. 

Both the Infantes are greatly 
beloved in Seville, he for his 
record of wise and tolerant ad- 
ministration when he was captain 
general of Andalusia, and she for 
the alert mind and engaging man- 
ners that are the heritage of ev- 
ery princess of the House of Or- 
leans. 

There was general talk of his 
becoming regent if Franco dis- 
appeared. If he were 20 years 
younger, his well-deserved popu- 
larity would certainly entitle him 
to play an active part in any 
monarchist restoration. 

Cardinal Against Caesarism. 

The second outstanding person- 
ality was in marked contrast to 
the affable prince. 

The archbishop, Cardinal Se- 
gura, comes of a modest family 
in the north. He had proved 
himself a strong man who in 
good and ill repute held un- 
swervingly to his principles. 

As primate of Spain he boldly 
resisted the republican attacks 
on the Church. He was ban- 
ished, and for some time lived 
in Rome, where he eventually 
resigned his primatial See of To- 
ledo. When the republic fell, he 
returned to Spain as Archbishop 
of Seville.

Spanish Preparations. 

From Jerez to Gibraltar we 
passed through the zona militar 
that was causing so much anxiety 
in British circles. 

It was there that were installed 
the heavy guns that commanded 
the straits. To the casual eye 
there seemed no extraordinary 
signs of military activity. Military 
roads were certainly being driven 
through the hills, but there was 
no evidence of any exceptional 
haste in their construction. No- 
where was there eny evidence of 
a projected attack upon the Rock. 

Each time I visited Gibraltar I 
was confirmed in the view that 
the Spanish Army was undoubt- 
edly completing the defense plans 
that they had drawn up with Ger- 
man help in the civil war, in or- 
der to be in a position to inter- 
vene against us if Franco decided 
to join the Axis. 

But as there was no immediate 
intention of entering the war, the 
work was proceeding on the typ- 
ical principle of Spanish manana. 

As soon as we passed from the 
sordid town of La Linea into the 
territory of the fortress and 
clanked across the defense ditches 
that had now turned the headland 
into an island, we found ourselves 
in a different world, 


Changes at Gibraltar. 


Many changes were taking place. 
Gen. Sir Clive Liddell had ended 
his term of office and given place 
to Lord Gort, who was himself 
soon to be succeeded by Gen. Ma- 
son MacFarlane. 

To all three we owe a debt of 
gratitude. Gen. Liddell found him- 
self confronted with a fortress 
practically undefended for war. 
The meager defenses of 1939 were 
totally inadequate when France 
collapsed and Italy entered the 
war against us. There, then, be- 
gan a race against time. 

It fell to Gen. Liddell to start it, 
and at the same time to transform 
the civil colony into a military 
fortress. Aided by Gen. Mason 
MacFarlane, he made an effective 
beginning. The civil population 
Was evacuated, defense works 
were started on an _ extensive 
scale, and anti-aircraft guns sub- 
stantially increased. 

Lord Gort, who became governor 
in May 1941, brought to the Rock 
the unique and up-to-date knowl- 
edge that he had gained in the 
general staff and the command in 
France. 

He was the very embodiment of 
perpetual motion, now climbing 
the Rock to inspect the anti-air- 
craft batteries and radio installa- 
tions, now inside the Rock super- 
vising the ever-increasing plans 
for tunnels and subterranean bar- 
racks and stores, now under the 
shadow of the Rock hurrying on 
the construction of a great air- 


drome, 
Vital Air Field. 
It is the dirdrome for which 
his term of office should be prin- 
cipally remembered. Without the 
facilities that it provided for the 
British and American Forces in 
November, the African oe 
might never have succeeded. 


Falange caesarism was, how- 
ever, as abhorrent to him as 
republican intolerance. When 
the local Falangists attempted 
to paint party slogans on his 
cathedral he threatened them 
and the civil governor with ex- 

ication. 

Of all the opponents of Fa- 
langism, I would consider him 
the most resolute. 

When I visited him we sat in 
his small study discussing the 
German threat to Christian civ- 
ilization. 

We heard a noise from the other 
side of the door. The cardinal got 
up and opened it. 

Police Agents Ejected, 

Across a smal] patio were two 
stent — watching us and lis- 
ening our conversation 
through be open window. 

When he had turned them out 
of the palace we continued our 
interrupted talk. No incident 
could have thrown a more lurid 
light on the attitude of the Fa- 
lange to the Church. Not even 
the palace of the cardinal arch- 
bishop was immune from their 
Gestapo methods. 

I subsequently read a copy of 
the secret police report upon my 
visit to Seville. 


From start to finish it was a‘ 


farrago of ignorance, invention 
and malevolence. The only ex- 
cuse that I could find for it was 
that the army of underpaid agents 
had been ordered to make a re- 
port of this kind, and that if they 
had not obeyed they would have 
lost their jobs. 

*We continued our journey far- 
ther south. 

En route for Gibraltar we al- 
ways stopped at Jerez, not only 
to see the British vice consul, Guy 


Hitherto, the only facilities for 
the Air Force had been a flying- 
boat station and a small emergen- 
cy landing-ground on the race 
course for the machines of the 
Fleet Air Arm... 

The vast quantities of material 
that were dug out of the Rock to 
make room for the garrison and 
its services in the event of a 
siege were transferred to the em- 
bankment upon which the emer- 
gency landing-ground was extend- 
ed into the Bay, and became an 
airdrome capable of housing 1000 
machines, Under his persistent 
pressure the tunneling went on 
night and day. ... 

Time, tfme, time was the con- 
tinuous demand of all three gov- 
ernors, That they were given two 
years and a half between the 
French armistice and the African 
invasion to make the fortress in- 
vulnerable to any attack but a 
long siege and to turn a prac- 
tically useless emergency landing 
ground into a great airdrome of 
strategic value was a factor of 
primary importance in the mili- 
tary operations of November 
1942. 

Our objective being identical, 
the gain of.time for mobilizing 
our strength, the relations be- 
tween Gibraltar and the Madrid 
Embassy were both close and 
cordial. For the first two or three 
years we were practically de- 
pendent upon Gibraltar for food 
and stores. .., 

An Axis Failure. 

When I look back on these 
visits, and particularly on my vis- 
its during the first half of 1942, 
I am astonished at the German 
and Italian failure to impede our 
preparations.

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All Demand and No Supply, 
Price Control Still Needed

NFLATION is no longer a threat. it has been emerging as a 


a stage of gestation, to be sure, 


but it lives and promises to thrive. In some measure, the unwanted 


inflation of the present may be attributed to the inclination of the 


administration to compromise its 


“hold the line” policy with what 


it has chosen to call “bulges” in that line. 


A formidable array of “bulges” 
has been sanctioned, the principal 
of which was the price increase 
for steel, a “bulge” which strained 
the line to the limit of its elas- 
ticity and made itself felt through- 
out the economy of the nation. 


Now, thanks to John L. Lewis, 
the nation faces the possibility of 
an increase in the price of coal— 
another “bulge” which would nec- 
essarily lead to other “bulges” 
for industries dependent upon 
steel and coal. A long list of items: 
from cigarettes to automobiles has 
caused a bulging that has so dis- 
figured the OPA that, to be hon- 
est, it should discard Ks “hold- 
the-line” girdle and don a matern- 
ity gown. 


How Menacing the Bulges. 


Even so, the bulges are not as 
menacing as the drive for the can- 
cellation of all price-control by 
the National Association of Manu- 
facturers. The N.A.M. and its well 
trained senatorial supporters de- 
mand a return to a “free compet- 
itive economy,” insisting that this 
is the only sure way to regain 
full productive capacity and pros- 
perity in fhe nation. They argue 
that the law of supply and de- 
mand would automatically control 
our economic destiny, 


This is pure hokum out of some 
antediluvian professor’s textbook. 
There is no supply now. There is 
only demand, Salesmen have be- 
come order-takers, Having noth- 
ing to sell, they solicit orders for 
what they hope to have. 


People are buying automobiles 
from models without knowing the 
price, without looking inside of 
the hood, without even sitting in 
the car, let alone driving it. If 
a man wants a shirt, or a suit, 
or a radio, he reaches for any 
possible brand or model before 
someone else buys it. In the lack 
of competition, uncontrolled prices 
would mean that the cost of prod- 
ucts or services would rise to un- 
reachable heights. Not until the 
deficiencies, of our output result- 
e war are made up, 
can we rely upon competition to 
stabilize the price structure. And 
the people know it. 


Polls for Price Control. 


These virtuous defenders of the 
“American way” do not think of 
OPA as “price-control”; they stig- 
matize it as “profit-control.” This 
sounds more menacing. But their 
cleverness has earned them little 
favor, Recent polls show that the 
public, by four to one, feels the 
necessity for continuing price con- 
trol. People will know whom to 
blame if OPA is abandoned or 
emasculated. 

Indoctrinated apparently by 
N.A.M, propaganda, members of 


the House last week brazenly de- 
fied the expressed desire of the 
public and held a lynching party 
for the OPA. They worked over- 
time at it, going into a night ses- 
sion for the first time in a year. 
At one point in the proceedings, 
which bore all of the earmarks 
of irresponsible mob action, the 
members who were heedlessly 
shouting approval of all crippling 
amendments actually approved a 
proposal that a new section be 
added to the bill, reading: “We 
sympathize with the American 
people.” However, a standing vote 
even denied the public such hol- 
low condolences. 
House Fiasco, Senate Bloc. 

Encouraged by the Administra- 
tion’s willingness to compromise 
its “hold the line” policy, and the 
fiasco in the House, a bloc of 
Senators comprising a fifth of 
that awe-inspiring body has or- 
ganized itself to Seine about the 
abolition of OPA. Others have 
been trying to amend it to death 
as did the House, 

For this state of affairs, the 
OPA itself is at least partially to 


blame. The OPA should have 
steadfastly recognized that, just 
as there is no such thing as a 
“little” pregnancy, there is no 
such thing as a “little” inflation. 
Its, repeated compromises and 
Fabian tactics in response to pres- 
sure groups have inspired irre- 
sponsible inflationists to move in 
for the kill. It must now stand 
its ground, It must cease to give 
aid and comfort to the nation’s 
greatest enemy—inflation. 

Nor can the Congress afford to 
give succor to the enemy by 
killing the OPA, If it does so, 
many of the Congressmen are 
going to need all that is left of 
their breath to do some _ ex- 
plaining when the time comes 
that the people can no longer af- 
ford to pay for what they need 
to maintain a decent way of life.

Every report which comes from 
Europe makes it plainer that 
chaos impends unless peace treat- 
ies can be rapidly concluded. Un- 
til final peace settlements are 
reached, the peoples of Italy, Bul- 
garia, Romania, Austria, Hungary 
and Finland will have no chance 
to commence political, social and 
economic reconstruction, 

The people in the liberated 
countries in all of Europe will 
suffer from a state of increasing 
political and economic confusion 
until they know where their new 
frontiers will be fixed, what their 
financial and commercial future 
is to be, and whether the terms 
of the new treaties will be such 
as to inspire confidence that the 
peace to come will bring security. 

“Stalemate Spells Anarchy.” 

The Potsdam agreement implied 
that the foreign ministers of the 
major powers would agree imme- 
diately upon the provisions of the 
new European peace treaties. 
When that proved impossible, sub- 
sequent agreements provided for a 
general peace conference in Paris 
in May. There has as yet been not 
the slightest indication that the 
four major powers Can agree upon 
the provisions of the peace treat- 
ies, The effort to further an un- 
derstanding through the London 
meetings of the deputies of the 
major powers has been fruitless. 

Added to the present inability 
of the major powers to agree upon 
any joint policy in Germany, a 
continuance of this stalemate 
spells European anarchy.

Clearly, the attempt to reach 
such agreements during the war 
might have raised serious differ- 
ences between the major allies 
while the war was still being 
fought. But it wag equally clear 
that there could be no assurance 
that the objectives for which the 
United States was fighting could 
be achieved unless firm agree- 
ments on.the main lines of the 
peace settlements were reached 
before the termination of hostili- 
ties. 


The United States possessed a 
far greater leverage in the attempt 
to secure an agreement upon the 
bases of a just and lasting peace 
while the war was being fought 
than it could possess after the war 
was ended. 

By now insisting upon treaties 
which the Western powers are 
convinced can bring about neither 
security nor social and economic 
progress, the Soviet Government 
can of course create protracted 
upheavals in Europe. 

But to the more far-sighted 
members of the Soviet Govern- 
ment it must also be apparent that 
the Soviet Union's best assurance 
of safety, and of obtaining the 
means of rapidly raising Russian 
living standards, lies in a prompt 
and just peace. And only through 
such a peace can the United Na- 
tions grow strong. 


View of Byrnes Methods.

One of the Army Air Corps “hooks” 
for re-enlistment is “medical, dental and 
hospital care are free to you and your 
family.” It sounds good. It was one of 
the advantages taken into consideration 
when my husband re-enlisted. 

Last week I had occasion to make my 
first trip to an Army dentist in the 
three and a half years my husband has 
been in the Army. I was refused dental 
care at Scott Field on the ground that 
the dental personnel were inadequate to 
meet the needs of the enlisted men, and 
couldn't possibly hope to serve their de- 
pendents. I understand, except in ex- 
treme emergencies, wives and children 
have been refused medical and dental 
care at Scott Field since last summer. 

In civilian life, if a party to a con- 
tract breaks his part of the agreement, 
the other party can sue him or be re- 
leased from his part of the bargain. 
What recourse is there in the Army? 
You can’t blame men for being disillu- 
sioned about this “rosy deal” and dis- 
couraging others who might be inter- 
ested in Army enlistment. 

Won’t the Army learn what every busi- 
ness man knows—that the best adver- 
tisement is a satisfied “customer”? If 
the boys in service got a square deal, the 
Army wouldn't have to spend so much 
money on ballyhoo for recruits.

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A Theory of Two Wrongs 


A few defenders of the crippling OPA amend- 
ments have developed a theory that they are a 
sort of “answer” to the Administration’s own 
wage blundering. Dorothy Thompson has im- 
plied it and Mark Sullivan has made a great 
deal of it. “The OPA,” says the New York 
Herald Tribune, “has lost much of its validity 
since the Administration permitted .itself to be 
swept over the dam on the basic question of 
wages. That, in effect, is what the House was 
saying.” And Congressman Smith of Ohio: ‘“Con- 
trol of prices is retained; wage control is not.” 

Does that theory square with the facts? If so, 
it is the strongest possible defense for the 
House’s action. 

President Truman did a foolishly inflationary 
thing by ruling last August that wages could 
rise without limit so long as employers could 
pay them without price increases. To make it 
worse, he and some of his advisers then propa- 
gandized that the margin for higher wages under 
this scheme was very large. 

As this newspaper began predicting last Oc- 
tober, and as the subsequent record bore out, 
this fluid wage policy on the cost side of pro- 
duction and the continuing hold-the-line policy 
on the price side provoked the great labor dis- 
putes which set reconversion back precious 
weeks. 

If that policy were still in force, Congress 
might indeed be justified in repealing price con- 
trol outright (not, note, in killing it with decep- 
tive amendments). For repeal in those circum- 
stances would be the only way to restore peace- 
time production. 

More than two months ago, however, the wage 
folly was abandoned. In its stead is a policy 
allowing increases up to, in general, 18% cents 
an hour. At the same time, OPA policy was 
liberalized so as to give prompt price relief to 
any producer suffering from risen wage or other 
costs. 

As thus redrawn, it is a workable policy to 
promote production and at the same time to 
hold continued inflation in close bounds. Sub- 
sequent events argue, moreover, that it is being 
administered in good faith—the tighter wage as 
well as the more liberal price provisions. 

To be sure, the new anti-inflation line is not 
fully consolidated. Most conspicuously, John L. 
Lewis has not accepted it like a good citizen. 
Nevertheless, strike frequency and severity have 
fallen off sharply and production has increased 
rapidly. 

Deliveries are up, even though a producer 
here and there is hoarding finished goods in 
the hope that price controls will be so weak 
after July 1 that he can make a killing. Many 
important corporations report larger first-quar- 
ter profits in 1946 than in 1945. Hence one 
can only wonder why the NAM pours out nearly 
$400,000 to advertise the deadliness of price 
controls. What can the purpose be unless it is 
to junk controls, make a killing of 1000 times 
$400,000 and then take a nice long holiday while 
the country sweats out the ensuing collapse and 
depression? 

In any event, a legislative “answer” to Mr. 
Truman's folly, now that he has abandoned it, 
could proceed only on the premise that two 
wrongs make a right; that if the President has 
his adventure in inflation, the Congress should 
have a bigger one. Much though Mr. Truman 
may still deserve a rebuke, it can be delivered 
in this manner only by sentencing the' American 
people to an inflationary orgy. 

We still think the influence of lobbyists is 
mainly responsible for the approval of individual 
crippling amendments by House Democrats. It 
is also obvious that many Republicans had the 
additional notion that crippling OPA would 
plunge: the Administration in so much more 
trouble that the people would turn to the G. O. P. 
for relief in 1946 and again in 1948. That seems 
exceedingly stupid partisanship, but it squares 
with previous stupidities among the congres- 
sional minority. 

Neither theory, no theory, can relieve the 
House members who shouted in the ctippling 
amendments. The “answer” theory either makes 
them out asleep for the last two months, or 
blindly vindictive, or both. Subservience to 
lobbyists and to Administration-wrecking makes 
them out gullible, venal, given to party before 
people, or all three. Either way, they have laid 
an unjust and grievous sentence on the Ameri- 
can people. 

Whatever the motive, the only way out of the 
House’s evil act is to back out. And the Senate, 
unless it wishes to become an equal party to the 
evil, must give the House the chance to back out.

Hunger in Missouri, Too 

Grievous as are the needs for food across the 
seas, our whole humanitarian duty does not lie 
abroad. For right here in Missouri, here in St. 
Louis, there are families that can eat only 6 
cents’ worth of food at each meal. They are 
among the dependents of society who rely upon 
State relief for their support, and many of them, 
on the word of social work authorities, are ‘‘fac- 
ing slow starvation.” 

The efforts of Mr. LaGuardia, Mr. Hoover and 
President Truman to obtain food for starving 
Europeans deserve every support. But before 
the Missourt Legislature adopts a resolution 
indorsing those efforts, let it increase the nig- 
gardly appropriations which reduce helpless 
people in this State to hunger and the peril of 
starvation. 
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Air Negotiations With Russia 

America’s attempt to encircle the globe with 
flight has stretched to Britain and France, and 
now comes the third and probably most impor- 
tant effort to construct a truly international civil 
aviation. Washington authorities say that Rus- 
sia has agreed to negotiations on a mutual ex- 
change of landing rights. 

The air agreement with Britain spanned the 
Atlantic with commercial aviation, and civil 
flight reached the Continent by agreement with 
France recently. But the great Eurasian land 
mass still is walled against the fleet transport 
of the New World. Moreover, Russia remains 


the one major air power which is not a member . 


of the provisional international aviation organ- 
ization. 
As long as Russia is outside the path of air 


ecommerce, world aviation will rest on an in- 


complete basis. The coming negotiations may 
span that gap in the airways. They may also 
reduce a growing suspicion Jf Russia’s intent to 


co-operate with foreign powers. An agreement 
to engage in commercial aviation with other 
countries would be new proof of Russia's good 
intentions. 
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Wet Blanket by Gen. Groves 

If nothing had been published about the 
atomic bomb except the pictures and accounts 
of what it did to Hiroshima and Nagasaki last 
August, its existence in a world still far from 
having a stable security structure would be 
enough to alarm the most unexcitable citizen. 

So when Gen. Groves deplores the “alarmist 
ideas and misrepresentations of fact” about the 
bomb, and indicates he doesn’t think it is any- 
thing to be disturbed about, he is inspiring a 
false sense of security and at the same time dis- 
couraging the efforts to get atomic energy under 
control. | 

Inaccuracies should, of course, be kept out of 
the discussion. No exaggeration is needed to 
present the picture of what devastation would be 
suffered by civilization from an outbreak of 
atomic war. But as to anxiety about the bomb, 
wiser counsel than that of Gen. Groves comes 
from Under Secretary of State Acheson. He has 
just urged speedy action for adoption of interna- 
tional control along the line proposed by his de- 
partment’s Board of Consultants in its recent re- 
port, 

“We must begin at once,” says Mr. Acheson. 
Suspicion and fear will haunt the nations, and 
an international atomic armaments race can’t 
be headed off, unless UN takes definite steps 
toward control. Particularly, the Under Secre- 
tary emphasizes the fact that the time is short, 
but he doesn’t say that nobody needs to worry. 

Nor does Mr. Acheson say that no subject has 
been “discussed so much by so many people who 
know so little about it,” as Gen. Groves asserts. 
Would Gen, Groves include the scientists who 
made the bomb in the ranks of atomic ignorance? 
Yet virtually every one of them is talking and 
writing with all the vigor at his command, urging 
public support for imposition of controls over 
atomic energy. 

What Gen. Groves has done, intentionally or 
not, is to attempt throwing a wet blanket over 
the constructive efforts of the scientists and 
others to save humanity from this horrifying 
new force. 
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A turnout of less than 15 per cent of the 
voters in a State Senate by-election is a stingy 
tribute to democracy. 
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Half-Way on Anti-Slum Bills 


Now that Gov. Donnelly has signed the re- 
vised Urban Redevelopment Corporation Act 
into law, the Legislature and Governor alike are 
due sincere commendation for the reasonable 
spirit in which they dealt with this problem. 
With this act, the prospects of new private 
middle-class housing near the blighted centers 
of St. Louis and Kansas City have materially 
brightened. 

The State’s job is not done, however, until 
the Legislature also passes the bill to permit the 
continued construction of public housing. On 
the one hand, the proposed bill will cost the 
State only 3 cents a year per $100 of present 
tax valuation on the public housing sites. In 
return for that picayune sacrifice, the two larg- 
est cities will be able to draw on Federal aid 
worth up to five times as much as the cities 
themselves will contribute, 

The city administrations of St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City know that there is no hope of clearing 
the slums unless provision simultaneously is 
made for families of very small means along 
with those who can afford decent privately 
owned quarters. They know that unless much 
more Federal-aid housing is erected, their tax 
resources will continue to be depleted by the 
inordinate cost of curbing crime, disease, fire 
and delinquency in the slums. Hence both city 
administrations are for the public housing bill, 
and popular sentiment is with them. 

In these circumstances, we hope the Legisla- 
ture will proceed to complete the other half of 


the slum-clearance enabling program which it. 


has so well begun.

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The Army Cracks Down 


In a sense that can be very real to a soldier, 
it is easier to fight for one’s country than to be 
bored to death by serving in an army of occu- 
pation. American troops now stationed in Ger- 
many are forced to perform many pedestrian 
duties in an atmosphere that is far from heroic. 
The war having been won, it is often difficult 
for them to see the fruits of victory in the hun- 
gry and ruined lands of Europe. They are ripe 
prey for cynicism and an overpowering home- 
sickness that counts no costs. 

In such a situation, it is not surprising that 
Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, European theater 
commander, has found it necessary to order a 
general tightening up of discipline. As evi- 
dence of lax discipline, he cites participation in 
black market activities, drunkenness, automobile 
accidents involving American troops, high ve- 
nereal disease rate, etc., etc. 

More discipline probably is needed. It is 
doubtful, however, if the Army’s traditional idea 
of discipline will suffice here. More difficult, 
but in the long run more effective, measures 
would include a program of education that goes 
far beyond what is being done now. 

American soldiers of occupation in Germany 
should be shown the importance of their task 
and inspired with a zeal for its accomplishment. 
We should not shy from the political education 
of our own forces, either, if by political educa- 
tion we mean the teaching of the reasons for 
American participation in foreign affairs and 
the role of the Army in that participation. 

If they achieve a rational conviction that what 
they are doing is worth while, American soldiers 
abroad will not bring discredit to their nation; 
they will become ambassadors of the finest 
American ideals for a united world.

Decline of the Editorial Page 


The Mirrer 
of 
Public Opinion 


Business instinct rules many publishers, writer says, so they fear to - 
attack powerful elements or indorse change; their editorial pages 
have “lost almost all organic function”; yet readers welcome vig- 
| orous comment, and support those newspapers which provide it.

The editorial page, once the heart of any 
newspaper, has become, far too commonly, 
a mere vermiform appendix. It has, in 
many cases, lost almost all organic func- 
tion. The trouble is that among the heter- 
ogeneous wares of many modern American 
newspapers, the editorial page is perpetu- 
ated as a ritual adornment, its original rel- 
evance forgotten, its usefulness outlived. 


Most newspapers were started by men 
who had something they wanted to say. 
But many of them are carried on today by 
men who merely have something to sell. 
They have become business enterprises. 


Conscious acceptance of advertiser dom- 
ination is probably rather rare. But the 
business instinct of many publishers makes 
them reluctant to antagonize any element 
in the community—particularly any pow- 
erful element. It makes them eschew con- 
troversy for fear of alienating any large 
body of readers. It leaves them more eager 
to make friends than to influence people. 


An Allergy to Innovation 


Perhaps the most serious effect of the 
sense of property is that it afflicts some 
owners of newspapers with an allergy to 
innovation. They become defenders of 
things as they are because things as they 
are seem very satisfactory to them. They 
tend to see any suggestion of change as 
subversive. ' 


There is an indubitable hunger for edi- 
torial comment among newspaper readers. 
This is reflected at once in the immense 
popularity of the columnists and in the 
readership accorded such editorial fare as 
the newspapers now offer. 


The undeniable popularity of the column- 
ists must certainly be due to a general 
eagerness for interpretation of the news— 
a hunger for having events illuminated by 

+informed comment. 


There are at least a few editorial pages 
which surpass any of the columnists in lit- 
erary style, vigor of expression and intel- 
lectual content. Pages such as those of the 
New York Herald Tribune, the Louisville 
Courier-Journal, the St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
and St. Louis Star-Times, the Des Moines 
Register and the Washington Post, if I 
may be forgiven for including a newspaper 
on which I have the privilege of working, 
are some of the more conspicuous examples 
which deserve mention in this category. 


A High Reader Interest 


There are remarkable disparities among 
newspapers with respect to the readership 
their editorials secure. Only 17 per cent 
of the men and 9 per cent of the women 
read so much as a single editorial in the 
newspaper which had the lowest score in 
this category among 72 papers summarized 
in an Advertising Research Foundation sur- 
vey. But the figures for the paper with the 
highest score were: men, 73 per cent; wom- 
en, 51 per cent. The moral] seems pretty 
plain: editorial pages which offer genuinely 
substantial fare need not worry about read- 
er appetite. 

Nor need they worry about influence. Of 
course, when editorials merely refurbish the 
ancient political prejudices of publishers, 
they are unlikely to carry much impact, 
But every editor who takes a firm and dis- 
interested stand on public issues, who speaks 
forthrightly, yet in reasoned terms, about 
matters which genuinely touch the lives of 
his readers, finds testimonials to their in- 
terest in his morning mail. 


The letters may be full of praise or full 
of abuse; they may admonish or exhort; 
they may contain sense or nonsense. Never- 
theless, they afford the surest symptom that 
the paper is alive, that it is in partnership 
with its public. 


The really great newspaper is one which 
its readers regard as a public institution. 
If they get angry when it goes wrong; if 
they feel entitled to upbraid it for its 
shortcomings; if they look upon it as the 
logical forum in which to air their griev- 
ances or expound their formulas for the 
millennium—then the newspaper is a vital- 
ly functioning element in the society. Only 
a virile editorial page can give it such a 
status, 


Tone Is More Temperate 


The best of the modern editorial pages 
are markedly different in tone from the 
thunderers of a century or even half a 
century ago. Diatribes are certainly with- 
in the repertory of contemporary editorial 
writers; and invective is by no means un- 
known to them, But for one thing the 
libel laws have become more rigid, and 
more rigidly respected, than they used to 
be, And, for another, sound and fury are 
no longer sufficient to persuade, 


Certainly there has been a pronounced 
trend in the better modern editorial. pages 
toward exposition, interpretation and dis- 
passionate appraisal of the news. And it is 
a useful trend. Few readers possess the 
background to understand, unaided, the 
complexities of a conflict between rival fac- 
tions in China, the implications of a tax 
bill or a full-employment program, the 
merits of a tangled and embittered indus- 
trial dispute. In so far as editorials serve 
to single out the essential considerations in 
such issues and to illuminate their meaning, 
they help the reader to form a reasoned 
and informed opinion. 


‘In the last analysis, an editorial page 
must be-judged by what it fights for and 
what it fights against. There are still some 
great fighting editorial pages in America. 


Some Examples Are Cited 


One can cite, simply for illustration and 
without by any means exhausting the list, 
such papers as the St. Louis Post-Dispatch, 
which has been working tirelessly for the 
development of its region through the cre- 
ation of a Missouri Valley Authority; the 
Nashville Tennessean, which has crusaded 
to free its South from the incubus of the 
poll tax, and the Richmond Times-Dispatch, 
which has spoken out against Jim Crow in 
Virginia. 


Editorials are at their best when they 
jog the conscfence of a community. They 
must represent the unrepresented and speak 
for the speechless. They need to guide, rath- 
er than to reflect, the tastes of their read- 
ers. Often, to be useful, they must deal 
with matters which their readers might 
prefer to ignore. If this limits the range of 
their appeal, it also strengthens the poten- 
cy of their impact. 

An editorial page which attempts to be 
all things to all men is likely to end by 
losing not only its best readers but its 
character and influence as well.

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Fiery Plea for Tolerance 
In Young Filipino’s Book 


‘America Is in the Heart,’ by Carlos Balosan. (Har- 
court, Brace & Co., New York.) 

Carlos Bulosan, a young Filipino, is a 
comparative newcomer to the Ilterary 
world, His poetry and short stories have 
appeared in magazines recently, and his 
book, “The Laughter of My Father,” was 
published scarcely a year ago. In general 
it was received favorably, and his talent 
was pronounced “fresh” and “extraordi- 
nary.” 

His new book is a personal history, and 
it, too, will probably come in for consid- 
erable attention. Like Richard Wright’s 
“Black Boy,” it is uninhibited and provok- 
ing. To read it is a disturbing experience, 
and for that reason, if for no other, it will 
not be ignored. 

Judged unemotionally, the book merits 
consideration on at least two counts. The 
first is its comprehensive picture of the 
economically “lower classes.” Even now, 
not enough of us know the bitterness of 
life for great masses of people. Not enough 
of us appreciate the hunger, the sicknesses 
and the squalor that envelop millions of 
our fellows. Mr. Bulosan manages, on the 
whole without affectation, to show these 
things in the lives of both Philippine peas- 
ants and Aopeful immigrants to America. 

. + - 

Second, the book demonstrates how far 
we are, even today, from the realization of 
racial tolerance. Again and again Mr. Bu- 
losan and his Filipino friends on the West 
Coast were beaten by police for such of- 
fenses as entering a “white man’s town.” 
Ever and always, they found their living 
quarters restricted to neighborhoods of 
gambling houses and brothels. These ex- 
periences look ugly in print, and we Amer- 
icans need to see clearly the ugliness and 
the brutality that attend racial prejudice 
in practice, 

The most serious defect in Mr. Bulosan’s 
svriting is that he does not justify his 
theme. Both artistically and actually, he 
fails to give meaning to his title. With this 
background of confusion and abuse, how 
does it happen that “America is in the 
heart”? 

If he could write more objectively, if he 
could attach more importance to his few 
pleasant experiences here, he would appear 
less neurotic. He would speak with more 
authority for a cause and a people that 


need a spokesman.

N the surface, the meeting of the Foreign Ministers of the four 
powers in Paris is just one more in an interminable series of 
Its avowed aim is to clear the path for 


peace treaties with Italy and the smaller Axis satellites by establish- 
ing a firm basis of agreement among the:four chief peoples interested. 


If successful, the four’ will go 
on to discuss the future of Ger- 
many. There is, unfortunately, no 
more reason why the four can 
reach agreement in Paris in 1946 
than they could in London and 
Moscow in 1945. 


For the sad fact is there is no 
unity of viewpoint among the 
four. Certainly there is none be- 
tween the British and Americans 
on the one hand, and the Soviets 
on the other. 


Byrnes Wants a Showdown. 


What may distinguish this from 
all previous meetings is that the 
American delegation under Sec- 
retary of State Byrnes has gone 
to Paris determined to have a 
showdown with the Russians. The 
Secretary hopes that the four par- 
ticipating countries will lay their 
ecards face up on the table. On the 
basis of such a revelation, they 
will decide whether to continue to 
strive for one world or whether 
to accept disagreement as a basic 
fact. In which case there will be 
not one world but two. 


This latter would be nothing 
worse than a reversion to the pre- 
war status. For 20 years, the So- 
viet and the non-Soviet worlds 
lived in a state of almost com- 
plete separation, each despising 
and fearing the other. 

Soviet leaders strove (with re- 
markable success) to keep cap- 
italist influences out (and, inci- 
dentally, to protect Soviet 
“secrets’”), 


Non-Soviet leaders strove with 
equal vigor and success to keep 
Soviet “influences” from spread- 
ing. 

By and large, it was a draw. 
Between 1919 and 1939, the frontier 
between the two worlds remained 
unchanged. 


Soviet Creed of Aloofness. 


Soviet co-operation with Hitler 
brought about the first change. 
Only the unforeseen accident of 
assault by a common enemy, the 
Axis, brought the Soviet world 
and the Western democratic world 
into an alliance. 

Soviet leaders had indeed antici- 
pated such a possibility. But in 
their theoretical writings they 
made it clear that in case of 
Soviet involvement in a “capital- 
ist” war, Russia would remain a 
“third element.” For in Soviet 
eyes, Communists and capitalists 
could never be more than tem- 
porary partners. 

Actually, the Kremlin hag never 
deviated from this line. Whenever 
the Soviets have advanced, they 
have steadily, systematically, 


ahead of them, Even at the 


sented fo receive assistance from 
their “capitalist” allies only upon 
their terms. 

President Roosevelt accepted 
these terms arid persuaded Prime 
Minister Churchill to accept them. 
The President and his faithful 
Hopkins believed that the ‘capi- 
talist” and the Communist worlds 
could, indeed must, co-operate. To 
establish such co-operation, Mr. 
Roosevelt connived at, or accepted 
without serious opposition, the 
same Soviet expansion program 
whose refusal by Hitler was the 
occasion, though not the cause, of 
the Nazi attack upon Russia, 


Roosevelt’s Hopes in UN. 


For while the Soviets were lay- 
ing a heavy paw upon country 
after country, Mr. Roosevelt was 
placing his hopes for peace in 
the United Nations. 

Only near the end of his life, 
at Yalta, did the sanguine Presi- 
dent begin to realize that even the 
United Nations did not mean to 
the Russians what it meant to us. 

It took the Soviet seizure of 
Iran in defiance of the United Na- 
tions to convince an optimist like 
Harry Truman and a compromiser 
like Jimmy Byrnes that further 
Soviet expansion had to be 
stopped. The Secretary of State 
has gone to Paris determined to 
stop it. 

If this can be done by fair and 
frank agreement, fine. If not, 
then he intends to draw a line 
across the map and warn the Rus- 
sians to stay on their side. Better 
two worlds than a bigger Soviet 
world. 

This position is sound and 
doubtless should have been taken 
long ago. 


A Possibility of Success. 


There is admittedly a danger 
that the Soviet leaders will con- 
tinue to spread themselves in de- 
fiance of Mr. Byrnes’s warning, 
thus compelling the demagracies 
to put up or shut up. 

There is the other danger that 
Mr. Molotov will manage to. per- 
suade Mr. Byrnes that the Soviets 
do wish for one co-operative world 
without curtains, meanwhile going 
ahead with further expansion and 
consolidation of the Soviet world 
before the final showdown. 

On the other hand, Comrades 
Stalin and Molotov are canny 
men. If Mr. Byrnes convinces 
them that the United States means 
business, they may well feel that 
the time has come for them to 
pull in their horns and rub noses. 
And the Paris meeting will not

Justice Stone, Strict Constitutionalist 


B 


EHIND the conventional language of the message that Presi- 
dent Truman radioed from the U.S.S. Princeton on the death 
of Chief Justice Harlan F. Stone was an admiration and respect 


which the President has often expressed with great warmth in dis- 


cussing the Supreme Court. 


The fact is that he has always 
been on the side of the strict con- 
structionists, who would limit the 
function of the court to legal in- 
terpretation. That is the battle 
Stone fought through most of his 
career on the high court. 


Deep Feelings in Court. 


It was the battle he was fighting 
when New Dealers hailed him as 
a liberal. They misread hig dis- 
sents. What this plain New Eng- 
lander was saying was this: If 
Congress wants to pass damn-fool 
laws, then Congress has a right 
to pass damn-fool laws so long as 
they come within the framework 
of the Constitution. 

It was the battle the late Chief 
Justice was fightisg when he was 
stricken on the bench. For him it 
was another skirmish in a war 
without end, 


The feeling on the court in re- 
cent years went very deep. Stone’s 
ambition was to lead a court in 
which a sizable majority, if not 
all the eight Associate Justices, 
would follow his lead. He was 
doomed to disappointment as his 
court split repeatedly, often going 
in several different directions. 


At least once, Stone uttered a 
solitary dissent. That was in 1940 
in the compulsory flag salute case. 
His words rang out in bold chal- 
lenge in defense of the rights of 
the individual even in time of 
stress and hysteria. That dissent 
was read on June 3, 1940. Three 
years later, on June 14, 1943, a 
majority of the Justices reversed 
themselves and upheld the right 
of an individual who refused to 
conform. 

On the court, as reshaped by the 
appointments of President Rooée- 
velt, Stone's closest friend was 
Justice Robert H. Jackson. As 
a strict constructionist, Jackson 
has usually gone along with his 
chief, even when they were in the 
minority. 


Jackson’s Views Similar. 


Along with their similarity in 
viewpoint went a warm friend- 
ship. The two men had in com- 
mon a sturdy farm background. 
They shared a realism that seemed 
to come out of the soil of an 
earlier America. 

If the new Chief Justice is se- 
lected from the members of the 
court, Jackson is the logical 
choice. He would carry on the 
tradition of Stone, President Tru- 
man’s sympathies and convictions 
are in that same direction. More- 
over, he has a personal admira- 
tion for Jackson and is deeply 
grateful to him for accepting the 
grueling assignment as prosecutor 
at the Nuernberg war-criminal 
trials, 

The President takes with the 
utmost seriousness his responsi- 
bility for appointing Federal 
Judges. He feels that, in this de- 
partment, his predecessor was too 


casual] and even too careless. Cer- 
tainly, under Roosevelt, there 
were some curious appointments 
to the Federal bench, 

Truman is determined to set a 
high standard. His only previous 
appointment to the Supreme Court 
went, after much solitary heart- 
searching, to former Senator Har- 
old H. Burton of Ohio. The 
appointment of Burton, a Repub- 
lican, helped to redress the bal- 
ance of the court, which had been 
heavily Democratic. 


Against Outside Duties. 


Against one present-day trend, 
Stone stood out strongly. He was 
opposed to the use of membefs of 
the court on special assignments. 
A Supreme Court Justice, as Stone 
saw it, was a craftsman of the’ 
law, consecrated for life to his 
special function, 

In the same way, Stone was 
critical of those who left the 
bench for political reasons. This 
man, who grew up in the White 
Mountains of New Hampshire, be- 
lieved that, when you went on 
the court, you foreswore the world 
from that point henceforward. 

Only very reluctantly did he 
give his consent to Jackson's 
backbreaking assignment in Ger- 
many For more reasons than 
one, he was reluctant to see his 
friend and colleaguc depart for 
what would inevitably be an ex- 
tended assignment. He knew that 
the work of the court would be 
held up to some extent and, as 
a conscientious workman, that 
troubled him. 

One of Chief Justice Stone's 
last appearances was at the open- 
ing performance here in Wash- 
ington of the play, ““The Mag- 
nificent Yankee, based on the 
life of the late Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes, That was the 
era he came out of—the great 
tradition of Holmes and Bran- 


deis. His passing marks the end |

D.A.R. RELAXES 
STAND, LETS NEGRO 
CHOIR USE ITS_HALL 


WASHINGTON, April 25 (AP) 
—The Daughters of the American 
Revolution relaxed a long-stand- 
ing policy against the appearance 
of Negro artists in its Constitu- 
tion hall here, and placed it to- 
day at the disposal of the Tuske- 
gee (Ala.) Institute choir for a 
benefit June 3. 

D.A.R. officers did not indicate 
whether the action signified com- 
plete abandonment of the old 
policy, or was just an exception. 

Mrs. Julius Y. Talmadge, presi- 
dent general, said the use of the 
hall was being granted without 
charge for the Tuskegee group’s 
concert, which will be for the 
benefit of the United Negro Col- 
lege Fund, 

“This is a most worthy under- 
taking,” she said, “and we will 
help in every way to make it a 
splendid financial success.” 

The D.A.R. announcement said 
Mrs. Talmadge placed the matter 
before the executive committee 
members by wire, urging that the 
invitation be authorized, and all 
the members agreed. 

The D.A.R.’s refusal to permit 
Negroes to appear in Constitution 
hall has aroused controversies in 
the past. 

Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt resigned 
from the D.A.R. in protest against 
refusal of the organization to per- 
mit the appearance there of 
Marian Anderson, Negro. con- 
tralto. 

Last fall, the D.A.R. similarly 
barred its use to Hazel Scott, 
Negro pianist. Negro organiza- 
tions called on President Truman's 
wife to boycott a D.A.R. tea as an 
indication of her disapproval. 
Mrs. Truman refused to do so, al- 
though she issued a statement de- 
ploring racial discrimination. 


_ FRENCH ART LECTURER 


AIDED UNDERGROUND 


Barland, Here for 
Talk, Tells of Fooling 
the Nazis. 


Miss Helene Barland of Paris 
told today how she helped supply 
false identification papers and 
forged visas to agents of the 
French underground during the 
German occupation of Paris. She 
co-operated with other agents by 
making available to them her 
knowledge of official French seals, 


| documents and signatures, she ex- 


plained. 


Now on a lecture tour, Miss Bar 
land is to speak tomorrow at the 
City Art Museum on the defense 
of French art treasures against 
vandalism or theft during Nazi 
control of Paris. © 

As a member of the staff of the 
Louvre museum, she went about 
her activities without ever being 
caught by the Germans, she said. 

“I thought once that my life 
and my usefulness were over,” 
she said. “That was when I was 
riding my bicycle with hundreds 
of fake documents in the saddle 
bags and I was pursued by 8 
plainclothes man on another bi- 
cycle, 

“IT pedaled as furiously as I 
could but he gained on me, over» 
took me and examined my papers, 
He went through them carefully 
and I could tell he knew their 
purpose, Then he smiled. ‘Very 
clever,’ he said, ‘Make some for 
me; I have friends who have to 
get out of Paris.’ 

“He was a loyal Frenchman 
and later became my fast friend 
and assistant.” 

Miss Barland explained that she 
herself did not forge signatures 
or print false documents but she 
made all necessary information 
available to an engraver whose 
address was known to her alone 
of the whole underground. 

Her work included organizing 
a system of 27 shelters for under 
ground agents, she added. She 
found the safest shelters to be in 
large buildings occupied by the 
Nazis themselves. Among the 
best, she said, was the “employ- 
ment bureau,” where Nazis pro~ 
cessed papers of French slave 
labor being deported to Germany, 
because there Nazi officials cre- 
ated a protective confusion with 
their constant coming and going. 

Her lecture, scheduled for 3:30 
p.m. tomorrow at City Art Mu- 
seum, is sponsored by the French 
Cultural Services. A graduate of 
Sorbonne University, Paris, she 
was a member of the historical 
monuments division of an organ- 
ization ‘to protect art treasures 


during the war.

Menus for 
Tomorrow 


By Meta Given 


HERE is no housewife in the 
T land who does not have plenty 

of work and thinking to keep 
her very busy these days. Busy 
about providing enough protein 
for her family because of the meat 
shortage. Busy about obtaining 
enough vitamin A with the butter 
shortage, 


the continuing. sugar 
women need to keep calm and 
level-headed and never lose sight 
of the over-all, well-balanced diet 
which keeps everybody healthy. In 
general, it's fairly simple to make 
up for individual food shortages 
by using more: alternate foods 
that are abundant. When the 
whole diet falls short of nutri- 
tional completeness, a complete 
reshuffling of the family’s food 
habits isn’t so simple, 

By using an abundance of milk 
in any form—fresh liquid, evapo- 
rated, or the dry milk solids, 
which supplies protein just as com- 
plete as meat, the housewife can 
relax on the protein problem be- 
cause milk will go a long way to- 
wards substituting for part of the 
meat the family would like, To- 
day's soup recipe not only helps 
out with the protein, but it does a 
fine job supplying vitamin A. Both 
carrots and the fresh greén as- 
paragus are rich contributors of 
this important vitamin. Let's be 
careful, shortages or no shortages, 
to keep the diet fully complete. If 
this job should worry you, just 
stick to the menus in this column 
and let us do the worrying for 
you. 

Carrot and Asparagus Soup. 

One pound asparagus, two table- 
spoons chopped celery leaves, one- 
fourth cup chopped onion, two 
cups boiling water, one teaspoon 
salt, four tablespoons butter, four 
tablespoons flour, two and three- 
fourths cups milk, one cup grated 
carrots. 

Clean asparagus by washing 
thoroughly in cold water, and take 
special care to swish the tips vig- 
orously in water to remove sand, 
Trim off woody portion from. base, 
Break the asparagus, separating 
the tough from the tender part, 
Cut the tough portion into half- 
inch lengths. Combine with cel- 
ery and onion, add water and salt 
and boil rapidly uncovered until 
asparagus is tender, or for about 
30 minutes, Add the asparagus tips 
the last eight minutes of cooking. 
Remove the tips and keep whole 
for garnish of the soup, Put the 
rest of the vegetables through food 
mill to obtain puree.

Chief of Security in Milan for Liberation Authorities Tells of Duce's Execution 


As Revealed by 
Piero Saporiti 
Benite Mussolini, whese body was 
removed In the night from Meg- 
glore cemetery in Milan early this 
week, went to his death by me- 
chine gun fire at the hands of Col. 
Valerio, chief of security in Milan 
fer liberation authorities, en April 
28, 1945, three days after the Dece 
fled from Milan under German pro- 
tection with his Fascist Republican 
Government, The account of the 
killing Is. narrated by the author, 
who includes in his story much of 
Cel. Valerio’s report. 

669 T was on April 27,” Col. 

| vaierio begins his report, 
“when I was installed in 

my new office in Via Brera 
(Milan), that I... received offi- 
cial word that Mussolin and ‘sec- 
retar:’ were being detained in 
partisan barracks at Germasino, 

“Upon receipt of this message 
the general command unanimously 
decided to entrust me with the 
task of organizing immediately an 
expedition to go to Dongo and 
apply on the spot the decree of 
the North Italian Committee of 
National Liberation against those 
responsible for the catastrophe 
into which Italy had been led. I 
asked the regional commander 
for Lombardy for a detachment 
of twelve men with an officer.” 

The expedition set off at 7 
o’clock on the morning of the 
28th in a little lorry and a car. 

“Carrying out the orders re- 
ceived before my departure,” con- 
tinues Valerio, “I arrived at Como 
at 8:30 and went at once to the 
prefecture, where I found assem- 
bled the members of the local 
Committee of National Liberation 
and the military commander of 
the patriots. To these gentlemen 
I communicated the order to 
hand over to me immediately 
Mussolini and other prisoners. In 
order to avoid useless discus- 
sions, I did not communicate the 
second part of my instructions, 
which were to execute all the 
prisoners on the spot. 

“T sensed at once a certain hos- 
tility on the part of the local 
authorities. They had decided 
upon a different program. The 


Garibaldi Brigade, which had ef- - 


fected the capture from the Ger- 
mans, ‘as to collect all the pris- 
oners and conduct them solemn- 
ly to Como... Thence they were 
to be escortel to Milan to await 
judgment. 

“Without revealing my motives, 
I opposed this plan and demand- 
ed that the prisoners should be 
handed over to me, promising 
myself to escort them to Milan.” 

Authorities were reluctant to 
furnish transportation to Col. 
Valerio and his party, but after a 
dispute, he obtained a large cov- 
ered lorry which happened to be 
passing, and a Red Cross ambu- 
lance. The two vehicles set off 
at breakneck speed for Dongo. 
There were blockhouses along 
road manned by patriot 
troops, but Col. Valerio did not 
stop. Twice bullets rattled off 
the lorry’s roof. 

Once in Dongo, Col. Valerio 
found more difficulties, “The out-

come of my mission appeared 
rather dubious,” he wrote. 


The sentry at the town hall, 
where the prisoners were, did not 
recognize Yalerio’s authority and 
threatened to shoot him when he 
tried to enter. But the situation 
was sav.d by the local comman- 
dant of the Garibaldi Brigade, 
known as Pedro. 

Pedro turned out to be a man 
after Valerio’s own heart. At any 
rate, Valerio took him aside, and 
revealed to him his true intention. 
Pedro and Valerio found them- 
selves in agreement. From that 
moment, the fate of Mussolini and 
his companions was sealed, 


Pedro summoned all the officers 
and men of his command and or- 
dered them to obey implicitly any 
orders given by the envoy of the 
Milan Committee of National Lib- 
eration. Then Valerio and Pedro 
sat down to compile the list of 
the men they were to kill. 

There were three sets of names. 
The first were those who were in 
Dongo. The second set were 
those at Germasino, half an hour's 
drive away. The third set were 
now lodged a little farther away, 
at Giulini di Mezzegre.: They were 
Mussolini and Clara Petaccl. 

Col. Valerio and his party of 
executioners set off in search of 
Mussolini. In about a quarter of 
an hour they reached Giulini di 
Mezzegre, and began to climb the 
footpath to the farmhouse.

She re- 
mained under the sheets without 
saying a word, following my move- 
ments with a frightened eye. 
When I asked her to hurry up, 
she tried hastily to collect her 
clothes, which were scattered on 
the bed.

Musso- 
lini helped Petacci, who was in- 
commoded by the high heels of 
her chamois leather shoes. 


“During the descent, Mussolini 
turned to me to ask: ‘And my 
son:” I replied: ‘Vittorio has al- 
ready been freed.’ Mussolini said: 
‘Thank you with all my heart’... 

“When we reached the car, Mus- 
solini . . . remembered to stand 
back to allow Petacci to get in 
first, but I pushed him in, say- 
ing: ‘You get in first. You won't 
be seen so well there, especially 
if you take off your Fascist cap.’ 
Mussolini took off his cap but, 
passing his hand over his prom- 
inent bald skull, smiled and asked: 
‘Just how am I going to hide this?’ 
I replied: ‘Very well. Keep the cap 
on, but pull it down over your 
eyes,’” 

Valerio’s report goes on to de- 
scribe the emotions he felt during 
the short journey that remained, 
and his fear that something might 
happen to prevent his completing 
“his mission.” Soon, the car swung 
round a bend in the road. He 
stopped the car. 

The report goes on: . 

“Mussolini gave me a question- 
ing look. But I made him a sign 
not to move and, putting my fin- 
ger to my lips, I whispered to him: 
‘I heard a noise. I will go and 
see what it was.’ I got down from 
the car and moved around, as 
though listening. Then I returned 
running, and said to Mussolini, 
still in a whisper: ‘Get out quickly, 
both of you, and stand in that 
corner of the wall of the rock 
Mussolini, although obey- 
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ing quickly, seemed no longer so 
sure about things. I learned 
afterwards that, during the brief 
stop, Guido had said to him, in a 
menacing tone, ‘The game is up.’ 

“Mussolini had become old, hesi- 
tant, tired. He was also fright- 


ened.

at him. Saying only, ‘I exe- 
cute the will of the Italian 
people, I opened fire. Petacci 
threw herself on me, crying ‘You 
can’t do that,’ and it was she who 
received the first shots. Then 
they both fell, back to back. But 
my machine gun, after five shots, 
had jammed, and they were still 
alive. So one of my party ran up 
and handed me his gun, with 
which I fired five more shots. 

“In this lonely corner, there 
were four of us—Petacci, Musso- 
lini, Guido, who had handed me 
the gun, and I. When the first 
two fell corpses on the damp 
grass, Guido and I remained alone. 
No one else was there. One of our 
party was on guard a hundred 
yards away, around a corner of 
the road, and the chauffeur was 
out of sight the other way. 

“IT stooped to pick up the 10 
empty cartridges, and we set off 
towards Dongo to complete the 
mission ehtrusted to me by the 
general command of the Volun- 
teers of Liberty.” 

Father Mainetti, a village 
priest, has récorded how Valerio 
presided over the execution en 
masse of the 16 Fascist leaders left 
in Dongo, 

Then Valerio started back to 
Milan. His famous lorry served to 
transport the corpses, and on the 
way he stopped again to pick up 
the bodies of the dictator of Italy 
and his mistress. 

It was an adventurous journey 
to Milan, because not all the pa- 
triot commanders en route were 
satisfied with the credentials of 
Valerio and his grisly cargo. But 
in the early darkness of the morn- 
ing of April 29, he arrived in the 
city, and there followed the night- 
mare gallows scene in the Piazza 
Loretto, when dead men and a 
dead woman were executed a sec- 
ond time to satisfy the vengeance 
of the mob.

Now, 
before touching trumps, declarer 
made the one play that had any 
reasonable chance for success. 
He led the spade jack, overtook 
with “dummy’s ace, then played 
the spade queen through East. 
The latter, realizing that South 
would unquestionably discard if 
the king were not played, put up 
that card. Declarer ruffed, and 
led the heart king. East won and 
cashed the diamond king, then 
led another diamond. Declarer 
ruffed, drew the outstanding 
trumps, and hopefully led a club 
toward dummy. West, seeing two 
good spades in dummy, had Iittle 
choice but to play the ace. Now 
declarer could claim the balance, 
since his losing clubs could easily 
be discarded on the ten and nine 
of spades. 

It may be needless to point out 
how lucky South wag in this 
deal! Not only did he find the 
club ace and spade king on side, 
but he also found the perfect di- 
vision of spades vital to success.
